Sir Stuart Samuel and Poland. . 

Sim STUART SAMUEL'S return from his mission to Poland is, we 
are very glad to see, tobe marked by some official function. We can 
only hope that, although it is the Board of Deputies, which is natur- 
ally, taking the lead in the matter, the function will be made as 
widely representative as possible, for all the community would 
desire directly or indirectly to be associated with the recognition 
that is to be given of an act of high-minded public service. Sir 
STUART has not yet presented his official report, but the few remarks 
with which he favoured the JEWist CHRONICLE last week have 
hardly a hopeful ring. He empbasised, for example, the strong anti- 
Semitism of the Polish Diet and the Polish Press, and referred to 
economic pressure Which is put upon the Jews, and which is likely to 
be aggravated seriously by such measures as the Sunday Closing and 
the Licensing of Food Shop Bills. In Government circles, he tells 
us, there is a disposition to try and live up to the principles of the 
minority clauses of. the Peace Treaty, but he points, at the same 
time,tothe Governmental restrictions imposed upon Jews and Jewish 
enterprise, Mr. PADEREWSKI, who arranged a dinner in honour of 
Sir Stuart and his colleague (Captain WRIGHT), appears to have 
taken up a conciliatory attitude. But Mr. PADEREWsKI is no longer 
the Polish Premier. We can only trust that the hoped-for improve- 
ment in the economic position will re-act favourably upon the situa- 
tion. But, inthe meantime, the Jews of Poland should take Sir 
STuARt’s hint, and get together in closer unity. In this way they 
could become a political factor with which other parties would have 
to reckon. It seems hard to say in what other way salvation can 
come. 
which Mr. PADEREWSKI pleads. But he must surely know that 
the readiness with which this will be afforded will not be out of 
disproportion to the zeal with which the Polish people sinks all 
internal divisions and prepares to put anv assistance from without 
to the best use in the general interest of the nation. 


The New Aliens Act. 

Tue Aliens Bill has passed into law, but with certain amend- 
ments upon which the House of Lords insisted, with great courage, 
in the teeth of the “ wild men” of the lower House. Thanks to the 
Peers, enemy-born residents will no longer be liable to expulsion 
unless they can give reason to the contrary. The onus of showing 
that they ought not to remain in this country will now be thrown Where 
it ought-vlways to have rested—on the shoulders of the authorities

name. Capt. WEDGWOOD BENN, in the debate in the Commons, 
described the acceptance of the Lords’ amendments as “ the funeral 
of a stunt“ We hope that they may prove, in actual practice, to 
have been the obsequies of a peculiarly obnoxious creation of the last 
election. But the spirit that gave birth to the stunt still remains, 
and it pervades every clause of this deplorable measure.

ently for the “sin” of German birth. But we object even more 


strongly to this legislation on general grounds. The world to-day isa 


seething hell of international rancour, and nobody can say what fresh 
horrors may emerge from it.. Statesmen, if they were wise, would en- 
deavour to mollify these passions, and calm inter- racial asperities. Bus 
the Aliens Act does the very reverse. It keeps alive, and encourages, 
and exacerbates them. 
vicious. It is bad for this and all countries. And it supplies a 
mocking chorus to the invocation for peace on earth and goodwill 
towards all men that arises this week in all Christian lands. 


Dr. Nordau's Statements. 


Dr, NoRDAU is so sturdy and outspoken a controversialist that 
he will not take it amiss if we affix some very large queries to the 
interview with him which on Friday last he accorded at large 
to the general Press, and a report of which we give elsewhere. 
We are, for instance, at a loss to understand how Dr. Norpag 
came to describe the middle and upper class Jews” as “ assimilated.” 
In some—perhaps numerous individual instances this may be so. 
But to generalise, as does the eminent Zionist leader abeut these 
classes, is to do serious injustice to all Jews, and,in particular te 
those, whether upper or middle,” who are loyal and true to their 
duties as Jews—and, thank God, they are legion—men and women 
who would be justifiably shocked at the charge of “ assimila 
tion.” Equally is it unjust to the many belonging to these 
classes, who share with Dr. NorpAU a keen realisation of the national 
claims of our people. It may be that Dr. Norpavu hole all non 
Zionists to be “ assimilators.” If so, he would not carry with him 
the Community as a whole in any such classification. For there are 
large numbers of good and observant Jews who are not Zionists— 
some of them, indeed, entirely on the ground of what they believe 
to be the interests of unbending traditional Judaism. Still more 
inexplicable are Dr. NoRDAU’'S references to the status, in the event 
of the realisation of Zionist aspirations, of Jews outside Palestine. 
He apparently agrees that those of them who desire to continue 
their existing citizenship can do so without let or hindrance, 
and he admonishes Zionists not to interfere with them. But he 
appears himself toseta bad example by declaring that such people will 
have to adapt themselves to a new mentality,” and by suggesting 
ironically that the Jews of this country will no longer be entitled 
to speak of “our SHAKESPEARE, our MILTON 
BELLOC and our CHESTERTON.”

This is, surely, to do the very 
thing which he calls upon his fellow-Zionists to desist from 
doing; .and at the same time to prejudice very distinctly 
in advance the position of non-Palestinian Jews.

The Jewess in the Pulpit. 
THAT gifted Jewess, Mrs. Repchirre SALAMAN, recently occupied 
the pulpit of the synagogue at Cambridge, and delivered 
what must certainly have been an inspiriting address. It was 
an interesting event, but it was also a new departure of a very 
striking kind, so far as this community is concerned, We do 
not desire at this moment to enter into the rights or wrongs 
of the institution of women ministers or preachers.

Both sides, whether approvers 
or disapprovers, have the right to be told, and it is only fair and 
reasonable that the information should be given them. ‘The 
community should be informed, whether the Cr RABBI sanctions 
the appearance of a lady in a Jewish pulpit—we may take itfer 
granted that the Cambridge congregation did not seek his permis. 
sion before according their invitation to Mrs. SALAMAN. ‘Then, at 
least, we shall all be in a better position to discuss the merits (or 
the reverse) of the new departure. 
Can Jews be Patriots? 

THE account which’ we printed last week of the suicide ofa 
young German Jewish student on account of his persecution by 
anti-Semitic colleagues, was a moving description which would 
overwhelm our detractors with remorse and shame if they were 
susceptible to such emotions. ‘The poor fellow had volunteered for 
the German Army in 1914, and fought throughout the war with such 
gallantry that he was rewarded with several distinctions. In recog- 
nition of his record he was elected a member of a certain Students’ 
Club. Then came the present anti-Jewish agitation, with the result 
that Jews were excluded from the Club membership. The young 
Jew fell into such depths of despair at the cruel injustice that he 
ended his life, bequeathing at the same time a lofty-toned document 
in explanation which forms as damning an indictment of the wicked 
anti-Semitic creed as has ever been penned. The whole incident 
sums up in brief compass the withering effect of the anti- 
Jewish agitation on youth struggling for some higher form of 
human progress. It illustrates the distress and unbalancing 
of mind which it creates, and its murderous trampling under 
foot of guilty and innocent, mean and noble alike. But the 
most poignant aspect of this story lies in the fact that the young 
Jew ended his life, not. because he felt his own people spurned and 
outraged, but becausé he realised that the action which hurt his 
feelings boded no good for the Germany he loved.

FROM MY NOTE BOOK. 


— 


By Mentor. 


HE twanging, as I write, of a popular carol by some urchins on 

my doorstep, insists that the Christmas festival exemplifies the 

initiation, over nineteen hundred years ago, of Peace on Earth, 

Goodwill among Men. In proof, I suppose, we must turn to the 

fierce conflicts, to the raging, tearing outrage, murder and violence in 

every form, burning in many parts of the world, fed by a fire of 

mutual hate that was not exhausted by nearly five years of the most 
terrible war in human history. Thus have we Peace on Earth F 


Goodwill Among Men! 

And for proof that the realm of Goodwill among men was established 
with the Christian era, I suppose we have but to take evidence near at 
hand. There is the mad orgy of selfish luxury, the uncontrolled 
extravagance, the insane lust of self-indulgence which have seized 
all classes, as exemplified by the shops or stores of the town, to be 
set against the appalling fact that, at this moment, millions of 
fellow-Europeans are stricken with famine and are face to face 
with sheer starvation. I suppose that Peace on Earth and Goodwill 
among Men are to be seen in Holy Russia, in Ireland, a reservoir of 
Christianity, or in the expresscd aspirations, or deeds, of the average man 
whom one meets, and who professes and calls himself a Christian. Or, 
again, that they are to be discovered in the pogroms which, during the 
last few months, have drenched with Jewish blood a great area in 
Europe, or in the vile calumnies against om people, with which 
a portion of the British Press is, from ime to time, sullied and, within 
the last few wecks, has been fouled notoriously. 

All peoples, to be sure, fall far short of their best ideals, and hold 
celebrations ‘vhich exemplity the yawning gulf that subsists between 
idcaland atta nment. eus, as 1 have so frequently shown, area 
constant case ii, point. Bu’ ue Christmas celebration is not so much the 
declaration of an ideal: it is % claim of an alleged fact. It does not 
merely urge Peace on Earth * ,oodwillamong Men; it declaresthat they 
were established by the appearance of the Founder of Christianity. 
It is that which makes the Christmas festivity so hollow a mockery, and 
which, let me say in passing, makes Jews, who observe it, or, as the 
phrase goes, “keep” it, not alone supremely false to the best ethical 
ideals of our faith, but so supremely silly, so infinitely degraded in 
spirit, and which proves them to be so devoid of the power of seeing 
things in their true perspective. 


History as she is Made! 


It is remarkable how we pick up fresh facts as we go along and thus 
add to our sum of knowledge. We had all thought that the first of the 
Rothschilds to take his seat in Parliament, and the one who fought 
the good fight for the right of Englishmen, though Jews they be, to 
represent British constituencies who elect thern in the House of 
Commons, was Baron Lionel de Rothschild, the father of the first 
Lord. But now we learn, from a quarter that boasts of an expert 
knowledge of the history of the struggle for the emancipation of this 
country from religious intolerance, that Baron Lionel merely carried 
on a family tradition, and that it was N. M. Rothschild, the founder of the 
famous firm in New Court, who first waged the battle, so far as Jews were 
concerned, and won the claim of Jews in England to sit in the British 
Parliament. Thus we live and learn! 


Balfouria.“ 


A few wecks ago, I ventured to call attention to the lack of good taste 
or of Jewish self-respect—perhaps much the same thing—involved in 
the decision come to by some American Zionists to name a colony which 
they were forming in Palestine, Balfouria.”. The name was intended 
to pay a compliment to the ex-Foreign Secretary, and was chosen in 
recognition of the famous Declaration which he transmitted to Lord 
Rothschild on behalf of the Government. The Editor has 
reccived from Mr. A. H. Fromenson, who styles himself Publicity Director 
of the Zionist Organisation ‘of America, a letter onclosing a message in 
reference to my observations that was transmitted to him by Mr. B. A. 
Rosenblatt, who is described as President of the Zion Commonwealth, 
Inc.” Everything in Mr. Rosenblatt’s message, I fear, confirms my 
original estimate of those responsible for the vulgarism ot Balfouria.” 


Mr. Rosenblatt writes as follows, and I have thought well to print it in 
the original American lingo :— 


Thank you for calling my attention to Mentor’s” sneer in the 
London JEWISH CHRONICLE.of November Mth. - Every knock is a 
boost. Iam not at all horrified by the charge of lack of dignity in 
naming our colony in Palestine “ Balfouria.” Dignity never affects 
America as long as we do the job. The job we are doing in Balfourfa 
was one distinctly for English Jeus- they failed to take advantage of 
it, and, as usual in such a situation, they criticise those who try to 
remedy a bad situation created by themsclves. 

However, Mentor“ is obviously not so much interested in the 
success or failure of “ Balfouria” as in the lack of dignity of the 
name. May I call his atfention to some simple facts. in Jewish 
history ? When Cyrus told the Jews that “they may go up” to the 
Holy Land; our ancestors not only responded to the call, but out 
of consideration for Cyrus named a great many Jewish children 
after the, great Persian monarch. At a later date a great many 
Alexanders came from Jewish pafents, after the consideration shown 
by Alexander the Great on his entrance into Jerusalem. It is not 

. ypecorded that Cyrus or Alexander ever wrote a letter to a leader

of the Jewish community in which either one of them suggested that 

perhaps” it might have been better that these Jewish children 
should have been named after King David or King Solomon. Perhaps 
Mentor“ can make such discoveries for us. In any event, the 


Jewish people have keptto the use of the name Alexander, even to 
the days of Alexander Marmorek. 


We do not propose to permit “Mentor” or even the London 
JEWISH CHRONICLE to talk us into some dispute of petty English 
politics. We simply did the right thing—throwing dignity to the 
dogs, if you like—in naming the first colony since the Balfour 
Declaration after the man who has consistently taken stand on the 
side of the development of a Jewish Commonwealth in Palestine. 


Really, this choice declaration must, I fear, lose something by any com- 
ment. It deserves to stand by itself as it is, a monument to the self- 
abnegation with which—according to Mr. Rosenblatt—the American Jew is 
content to throw “ dignity to the dogs,” so long as he can get his “ boost.” 
Boosting.” 

But a word or two, however, I must permit myself. What Mr. Rosen- 
blatt means by calling my remarks a “ sneer,” I fail to understand. They 
were something much more direct and substantial. NordoI know whathe 
is endeavouring to arrive at by saying that the “job” he is “doing” is 
one that should have been undertaken by English Jews. English 
Jews, I hope, would have had a better sense of the fitness of 
things. than to have named a colony “Balfouria.” Nor again 
do I apprehend what answer it is to the objection that has 
been raised, to plead the names of Cyrus and Alexander being 
conferred on some Jewish children. It is about as relevant 
as would be the defence of a man charged with burglary, who 
pleaded that people nearly alwaysshook hands when they met 
each other. It is, of course, becanse Mr. Rosenblatt fails—at least that 
is my humble opinion—in what is demanded by Jewish dignity and Jewish 
self-respect, that he does not see the difference between calling a child 
Arthur, or James, or Balfour, and denominating a Jewish Colony 
“ Balfouria.” Still, Mr. Rosenblatt confesses that he and his friends are 
throwing dignity to the dogs,and I, not alone cordially agree with him, 
but would remind him that that was precisely my complaint. I do not 
see, however, what poor Mr. Balfour, or for the matter of that the dogs, 
have done to be involved in the business. But my chief anxiety is whether 
we shall ever see the development of a worthy Jewish Commonwealth in 
Palestine, if, in the future administration of the land, we have to anticipate 
the dragging down of splendid Jewish ideals to the level of raucous, 
American “ boosting.”

New Excesses at Warsaw. 


Warsaw CF. O. C.] 
Soldiers of the Posen Regiments committed a series of anti-Semitic 
excesses at Warsaw in the Muranov district and near the Kovel Railway 
Station. A numberof Jews were beaten, and many sheps were plundered. 
One group of soldiers coolly packed up all the stolen goods and placed 
them on a conveyance. Gendarmes, however, arrested the six soldiers 
found in the conveyance, and the goods, together with the soldiers, w 
taken to the office of the gendarmes. ; 


More Pogroms. 
— — COPENHAGEN F. 0. C.] 

According to the latest information a new pogrom recently occurred 
at Ekaterinoslav, in the course ‘of which about 5.000 Jews sre said to 
have been massacred. Nearly all the shops and residences of Jews were 
plundered. It is also stated that this time even officers of General 
Denikin's army participated in the rioting, 

At Belozerkoff rioters again killed a few hundred Jews, including 
many women and children. 

On the other hand, the Polish Conrier Porannt, stated that the Bol- 
sheviks organised a pogrom at Kursk, which was attended by great 
cruelties on the part of the rioters. Many Jews were tortured with red- 
hot wires. 


Rioting at Brest-Litovsk. | 
Warsaw F. 0. C.. 


A group of Polish soldiers on its way to Brestlitovsk assanited many 
Jews in the train. On arrival at Brest-Litovsk,. the soldiers attacked the 
Jews at the station and in the streets in its vicinity. Many shops were 
plundered, and a number of ouf coreligionists were beaten, Subsequently 
the authorities restored order. 


Denikin’s Order Against Pogroms. 

The following orders have been issued by General Denikin and 
Lieutenant-General Mai-Maievsky regarding the protection of the Jews 
and other classes and nationalities in South Russia: “lam constantly 
receiving information regarding acts of violence committed by the army 
against the Jews. I order that decisive measures be taken against such 
conduct, and severe punishment inflicted on the violators.— Dentkin.” 

“The Volunteer Army, which is struggling hard for the restoration of 
our great mother country, and for the settling of right and order, must 
first of all bring order, peace, and law into the liberated country. Under 
powerful protection of the army, peaceful life and inviolability must be 
secured to all citizens, regardless of their wealth, nationality, and religion, 
Even single cases of persecution of certain classes, or certain nationalities, 
Jews for instance, must not take place. All ranks of the army must 
everywhere, and always, set example by respecting law and order. All 
commanding officers shall strictly perform this order, and bring legal 
action against the violators of it.— Lieutenant-General Mai-Maievsiy.” 


The Pogroms in the Ukraine. 


The Kiewel Echo states, with regard to the pogrom in Fastov, near 
Kieff, where the excesses lasted from the 22nd to the 28th September :— 
“The massacres of Fastov surpassed in their cruelty all thatis to be found 
in the history of the uſhst murderous pogroms. The slaughter, the 
pillage, and the violation of women and young girls before the eyes of 
their parents, lasted six days. The Christians who lived in friendship 
with their Jewish neighbours, and who wished to hide them in their 
houses, were threatened with the same fate. On the fifth day the 
assassins set fire to the Jewish houses, and it was only when the fire 
threatened the Christian houses, that the village priest presented himself 
before the Commander of the town asking him to puta stop to these excesses,

only did the Commander take the necessary steps to end the Slanghtex. 
The result of these six days was horrible; 1,600 to 2,000 wa- uned OF 
severely wounded, and more than 200 hon ere burnt dowu. The streets 
were full of dead and dyib* pogs and pigs gnawed at them. The 
survivors were left nut shelter, without clothes, and dy lng of hunger. 
This mass ore occurred after a recent fight between General Denikin and 
the Polshevists for the-possession of the town. After the larger part of 
the Volunteer Army had already occupied Fastov and were pursuing the 
Bolshevists, detachments of soldiers from the Volunteer Army marched 
through the town committing the acts of barbarity recorded above.” 


Jews and Bolshevism: A Professor's Refutation. 
COPENHAGEN F. 0. C. 

Professor Gorbunov-Pasadoff delivered a series of lectures ab Moscow, 
in which he proved to the satisfaction of the audience that the alleged 
monopolisation of Bolshevism by Jews was a myth. He denied the 
accusation that Jews were strongly represented in the Bolshevik ranks. 
His lectures created a great impression. 


— 


The Polish Jews and Paderewski's Resignation. 
Warsaw F. 0.0. 

At the meetings ot the leaders of the Parliamentary groups, at which 
the Ministerial crisis was discussed, the Jewish party was represented by 
Deputy Dr. Thon contrary to all expectations, and to the surprise of Mr. 
Paderewski himself. Dr. Thon advised the Chief of the State, General 
Pilsudski, not to retain Mr. Paderewski as Premier. After 
a survey of the work of Mr. Paderewski as head of the 
Government, Dr. Thon concluded that his resignation should 
be accepted. The Premier was indeed astonished to see such 
a development. He was so sure that the Jews regarded him as the 
best possible man for them that he did not even consider it necessary 
to negotiate with them on the subject. In Jewish circles, however, Dr. 
‘Thon's speech is far from receiving general approval. Fears are expressed 
that a less stable Government will mean further trouble for Jewa. 


Fear of Pegroms in Rumania. 


The pogrom agitation organised by the late Government of General 
Vaitojano, under the pretext of propaganda against Bolshevism, has (says 
a communication issued by the Committee of Jewish Delegations to the 
Peace Conference) begun to bear fruit. he ‘‘overnment had the whole 
country placarded with large posters entitied “The Red Beasts,” and 
spread millions of pamphlets (printed at the Government printing works), 
in which it is stated that only the Jews are hotsbheviks and that a fight to 
the finish must be waged against them. Al representations by the Jews 
to the Government, that an end might be put to these dangerous incite- 
ments, were fruitiexs. 

At Adjud, a Moldavian town inhabited by many Jews, the “ Red 
Beasts” poster at once provoked anti-Jewish excess. Lieut. Constan- 
tinesco, Military Commandant of the railway station, assaulted Jews in 
the streets. He cruelly struck several, tortured others, arrestea some, 
and caused several shops to be sacked. Mr. Herman Marcovici, President 
of the Jewish Community, wastortured. Jews seriously injured were: 
Cretzu, Arthur Rosenberg, Mayer, an old woman named Mina Goldenberg, 
and her two sons-in-law. The entire Jewish population has taken refage 
in Foeshani, the chief town in the district. 

All the Jews in Rumania are greatly alarmed. It is feared that the 
excesses at Adjud may give the signal for a general pogrom, to which end 
the party of Mr. Bratiano and the other anti-Semitic groups have been at 
work a long time. 


Mobilisation of the Ukrainian Jews. 


The Ukrainan paper Vorted, states that the Jewish Ministry in 
Kamentz-Podolsk has received reports that the mobilisation which had 
been ordered by the Ukrainian Government has hada notable siiccess 
among the Jewish population of Berditschew. All persons fit for military 
service up to the age of thirty have beén mobilised. On the first day a 
great number of Jews offered themselves for service. During the first 
two weeks 600 men of this town were mobilised ; 500 of them are Jews. 

According to a statement by the Trudowaja Gromada, the Ministry 
for Jewish Affairs in the Ukraine has issued a telegraphic cireular to al! 
the Jewish citizens, asking them to participate actively in the forthcoming 
collection on behalf of the Ukrainian Army. He says: “A well-fed. well. 
clothed army will fight the more effectively, and will restore order and 
peace to the entire population of the country.” The telegram was signed 
by Krasni, the Minister for Jewish Affairs. The same paper says that 
this appeal is a tactful step on the part of the Jewish Ministry, as it tends 
to prevent a fresh stream of pogroms such as have been previously com- 
mitted by the Ukrainian soldiers.—/.C.B, 


The Blood Libel Lectures in Poland. 
Warsaw F. O..] 
The notorious authority on the blood libel theory in Poland, Mr. 
Teherbak has visited Tarnow, where,in spite of all promises made by the 
Government on the subject, he was permitted to repeat his accusation 
that Jews used Christian blood. On his visit to Cracow, however, he 
issued a statement denying the assertions that he had made such a 
eharge. He explained that he merely suggested that some fanatical Jews 
as individuals practised such crimes, but he was fully aware that the 
Jewish religion was opposed to the nse of blood. 
— 


Hebrew Banned in Lodz Schools. S W 
WARSAW [F.0.C,} 
The Educational Council at Lodz has decided to ban Hebrew as a 
subject from the curriculum of the public schools in view of the fact that 
it is regarded as a dead language, taught by bad teachers in Circumstances 
likely to cultivate ill-feeling between Jew and non Jew. A public meeting 
of Jews adopted a resolution protesing against the decision of tho 
Educational cil. 


Concession to Jewish Scholars in Poland. | 
Warsaw [F.0.0.7 
As I indicated some time ago, the Government came to the conclusion 
that Jewish pupils should be released from writing and drawing lessons in 
the State schools on Saturdays. In aecordance with this decision the 


government is preparing a circular to all principals and head teachers, 


informing them of the concession to the Jewish pupils. In the case of 
private schools the principals will be given a free iiand as to whether they 
should follow the government policy, or not. All suggestions that the 
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concessions should be embodied in an Act of Parliament were rejected by 
the government. 


Jews Released from Polish Camps. 
WARSAW [F.O.C.] 
The Polish Government Commission has visited a few internment 
camps and ordered the release of a number of Jewish prisoners. 


Opposition to Polish Jewish jus ge. 
Warsaw [F. O. C.] 
The Ministry of Justice appointed Mr. Adolph Kohn to be President 
of the Lodz District Assizes. Although Mr. Kohn is an assimilated Jew 
and a Polish patriot, local judicial circles objected to his appointment. 
They sent a deputation to him to ask him to resign, but he categorically 
declined to do so. The Anti-Semites then approached the Government, 
which refused to dismiss Mr. Kohn. He thus retains his post, but his 
position is none too comfortable. 


Ihe Polish Sunday Closing Bill. 
WARSAW [F. 0. C. 
A rumour is current hero that the Government has decided not to 
aa for the time being with the carrying out of the Sunday Closing 
ill, on account of the economic position of the country. According to 
other sources it is believed that the idea of postponing the enforcement 
of the Bill emanated from Sir Stuart Samuel. 


Rabbi Perlmutter’s Position in Warsaw. 

Warsaw 
Rabbi Perlmutter's community here has set upa Commission of Inquiry 
into the reasons that prompted the Rabbi to change his journey, which 
was originally undertaken for the purpose of improving bis health, into 
a semi-political tour. The Commission is also making a apecial endeavour 
to discover the sources which financed the tour. A strong opinion prevails 
among some of the members of the Commission that they have sufficient 
grounds for calling upon Rabbi Perlmutter to tender his resignation. 


Anti-Semitic Plot in Greece. 


Zuricu [F. O. C.) 
A mesage from Athens received here gives particulars of an anti- 


‘Semitic plot, in conjunction with the anti-Venizelos plot (already known 


to the public), discovere | in Greece. The revolt against Mr. Venizelos wis 


to begin with pogroms against Jews, but the timely disclosure of the plans 
saved the situation. 


Anti-Semitism in Austria. 


VIENNA [F.O.C.) 

The Pan-German member of the National Assembly, Mr. Stocker, 
proposed in Parliament an amendment to an Agrarian law whereby_only 
Austrians of German-Aryan descent would be allowed to acquire landed 
property. But even the anti-Semitic Christi en Bocialists opposed this 
reactionary proposal; for ove of their number, Mr. Haunis, pointed out 
that it would flatly contradict articles 66 and 228 of the Peace Treaty of 
St. Germain. Furthermore, it would be incompatible with the Austrian 
constitution which guarantees the right of acquiring landed property te 
every citizen, irrespective of race, religion, profession, etc. This is a 
burning question especially in the Alpine provinces; in the Tyrol new 
measures are to be passed which prohibit aliens“ from becoming land- 
owners. A resolution to this effect was carried unanimously by the 
provincial diet at Inusbruck. 

In the municipal council of Vienna the anti-Semitic member, Mr. 
Kunschak, for the second time interpellated the Social-Democratic Burgo- 
master Mr. Jakob Renmann, with regard to the final expulsion of the “alien 
parasites,” e., theJewish fugitivesfrom Galicia. The burgomaster replied 
that those fugitives who were still here would be treated very severely 
and would be forced to leave. He had to admit that there were difficul- 
ties in the way, but a large proportton of the refugees had already left 
Vienna, and the city migut rely on the matter progressing satisfactorily. 
Now, although the government promised that fugitives who had opened 
up a business here or who earned their bread as clerks, workmen, etc., 
would not be expelled, most of them in answer to-their appeals have 
received printed forms ordering them to leave Vienna within one, two, 
three, or four weeks. This mode of procedure is; as the Jewish National 
member of Parliament, Mr. Robert Stricker, pointed out to the authorities, 
in contradiction to article 387 section 8 of the Peace Treaty, which 
states that the Treaty is binding as soon as the respective Power 
has ratified it. This Austria has already done. According to Article 228, 
“the subjects of the Allied and Associated Powers are permanently 
to enjoy protection on Austrian soil with regard to their persons, property, 
rights, and interests.” The fugitives in question are almost without 
exception subjects of Associated Powers, and their expulsion would 
hardly make a favourable impression abroad. Mr. Stricker was assured 
that no illegal expulsions would occur in future and that the refusals of 
permission to stay woud be re-examined. Zionists declare that the 
fugitives are expelled on the flimsiest pretexts. It is a question of some 
30,000 persons only, who, the Zionists say, hardly count in a city with a 
population of two and a quarter millions. Worst of all, there are not 
suflicient railway carriages available, and in the cold and rainy weather 
the fugitives are exposed to great hardships. 

In the meantime the anti-Jewish incitements and Jew-baiting go on 
merrily. It is continually alleged that the State schools are flooded by 
Jews, and the Christian Socialist Reichspost goes so far as to accuse the 
Social-Democrats of giving special facilities to“ Eastern pupils,” which 
is untrue. In answer to an anti-Semitic inquiry in the National Assembly, 
it was stated that out of 260 pupils at a school about to be opeved only six 
would be Jews. 

The notorious Wiener Stimmen states that the Workmen’s Council is 
guided by Jews, and that in this Jewish Government” there are no less 


than forty-two Poale-Zionists, whem they style “ Bolshevist-Zionists.” 


At an anti-Semitic meeting it was pointed out that with the help of 
Social- Democracy the Jews ruled the country; there were fourteen 
Social-Democratic Members of Parliament who were Jews; the proprietor 
of the Arbeiter Zeitung (the organ of the Social-Democrats) was a Jew, 
and the senior treasurer of the party was of Jewish descent. 

It is significant of the spirit and temper of the anti-Semites in Vienna 
that the Pan-Germans and Christian Socialists reproach and insult each 


other grossly in their respective dailies, Deutsches Volksblatt and 


Reichspost, being united only in their Jew-baiting and their opposition to 
Jewish Social Demovracy. 

From Linz, the capital of Upper Austria, similar anti-Semitic 
methods are reported as from Graz. One night the houses of the main 
streets were plastered with placards of all colours inciting the people in 
vile language agalust the dews. One dt the eulprits is a boy-student at a 
lyceum, who was reprimanded by the governors,

‘The Jews in 1 Czecho- Slovakia. 
PRAG UR [F. O. C.) 

The position ot the Jews in Slovakia, which formerly belonged to 
Hungary, is still very bad. Although in the towns fifteen percent., nay, often 
thirty to forty per cent., are Jews, their autonomous rights are ignored by 
the political authorities altogether. There is no end of chicanery and 
even expulsions. Fifty-five Jewish families were to be expelled from 
Bardijov (Bartfeld), but through the endeavours of Mr. Klafter and the 
Jewish People's Union the orders have been cancelled for the present. 
Jewish tradespeople in Bratislava (formerly Pressburg, the capital of 
Slovakia) are expelled at a fortnight's notice, even if they have had their 
homes there for many years. The reason given is the scarcity of dwellings 
and housing accommodation. A new Czech daily, Bratislavsky Dennik, 
is using most inflammatory language against the Jews. Many Jews in the 
small towns, market places, and villages, hold licences to sell tobacco, 
cigars, cigarettes, newspapers, stamps, liqueurs, etc. These licencés 
had to be renewed by the Ist November, but only non-Jews were allowed 
to make applications, so that the Jews must needs lose their livelihood. 

Many complaints have been published in the pages of Jewish newspapers 
at Prague that anti-Semitism isreceiving the support of the authorities. 
Special accusations as to statements made in anti-Semitic speeches have 
been directed against the Slovakian Minister, Mr. Srobar. It is stated 
that anti-Jewish boycotts and even excesses have been the result of this 
attitude on the part of the officials. At an Assembly of Deputies of 
Slovakia which took place on November 15th in Kaschau, Mr. Srobar 
attempted to mitigate the consequences of his first anti-Jewish specches. 
He admonished all Jews to strive to seck the closest amity with the 
Slovakian people in order to destroy the distrust and suspicion with which 
they were regarded as a result of the role they formerly played in giving 
assistance to the Hungarian oligarchy against the people of Slovakia. 
The Jews, he stated, must be prepared to show their allegiance to the 
country by their deeds. No State could afford to renounce altogether 
Jewish enterprise, brains, and capital—least of all, a State which was 
undertaking the task of building itself up. 

Although these statements also have an anti-Semitic flavour, they 
can be said to predict an improvement in the attitude of the authorities.

Jewish Officials in Galicia. , 
— Warsaw IF.. C.) 

A Polish Ministerial Ga which includes two Jews, has left 
for Galicia to examine the facts concerning the expulsion from the civil 
service of Jewish officials who were suspected of sympathy with the 
Ukrainians. The Commission was instructed to report on all cases in 
regard to which the suspicion was proved to be groundless, with the view 
to the reinstatement of the dismisse d officials.

Jews and the Rumanian Elections, 

The Jews in Rumania, although they number nearly a million, have 
been unable to secure a single seat in the new Parliament out of the 568 
seats available. This result is due to the threats of politicians during 
the election campaign. Mr. Dino Bratiano, the brother of Mr. J. 
Bratiano, made violent anti-Semitic speeches, and even Mr. Marzosto, 
the Minister for the Interior, when addressing the electors of Targu 
Frumos, said: Lou must take care not to vote for the socialist: should 
we be defeated, you would have to pay the cost.“ Only in the Bukowina, 
which was formerly a part of Austria, has a Jew been elected.—/.C.B. 


Jewish Mayors in France. 


Paris [F.0.C.} 
The elections for the Municipal Councils which have just been held 
are noteworthy by reason of the unusual number of Jews who have been 
sete at the head of municipalities. Thus, for instance, at Lyons, Mr. 
manuel Lévy, Professor at the Faculty of Law, has been elected Deputy 
Mayor; a similar honour has fallen to another Lévy at Marseilles; at 
Havre, Mr. Léon Meyer is the new Mayor; at Chaumont, Mr. Lévy: 
Alpbandéry, who was President of the Mayors in the Zones of the 
American General Headquarters, has been unanimously re-elected Mayor; 
at Soulac, in the Gironde, Mr. Mandel, who was recently elected a 
member of the Chamber of Deputies, has been unanimously * as 
Chief Magistrate; at Schirmeck (Alsace), Mr. Simonin, Deputy for’ the 
Lower Rhine, has been re-elected Mayor, and at Héricourt, M. Schwob, a 
great industrialist, has been elected to that office. In the envirohs of 
Paris, too, Jews have been elected as Mayors, viz., Messrs. Lucien Perquel 
(Montmorency), Dalséme (Meudon), and U hry, Deputy (Creil). 


General Henry, of the French Army, has been appointed Director 
of Engineering of the 14th Corps at Lyons. 


City of Lendon | (Chest) | Hospital. 


This Institution, in common with other Hospitals, feels soverely the 
heavy increase in the cost of maintenance, the necessary expenditure 
having increased from £14,000 to £29,000 per annum. The milk account 
alone represents an increased expenditure of nearly £2,000. The import- 
ance of the continuance of its work without diminution may be better 
understood when the seriousness of Tuberculosis is appreciated.. The 
average number of deaths from ‘Tuberculosis in England and Wales 
is 51,000 every year, in other words, one death in every ten is duo 
to this disease. Over thirty per cent of the children who die in London 
hospitals are found to have Tuberculosis in one form or another, 
and it is estimated that there has been an increase of 12 per cent. in the 
incidence of this disease since the outbreak of war. The beds for tuber- 
culosis in the London area are estimated to be at least 50 per cent. less 
than the number really needed. This Hospital is striving to shoulder the 
burden, but it needs much more help. It is most favourably situated for 
its purpose. It stands in private grounds, four acres in extent, and is 
close to Victoria Park (an open space of 217 acres); at the same time it is 
within easy reach of the class which most needs its assistance. The 
Hospital has 175 beds, and extensive out-patient department, besides the 
municipal Tuberculosis Dispensary; these, together constitute a very 
important provision. We need scarcely remind our readers that the 
Hospital attends to the needs of a large number of coreligionists. Con-

JEWISH NATIONAL MOV EMENT. 


THE BASLE CONFERENCE 
POSTPONED SINE DIE. 


Ar a Meeting of the Actions Committee, held in London on 
Monday, it was decided to postpone sine die the Conference which 
had been fixed for January 18-28 next, at. Basle. 

This decision is due to the information that hab come to hand that, 
in addition to the inability of the delegates of the United States to attend, 
those from Canada, Southern Russia, and other countries would be unable 
to reach Basle in time, as also to the fact that the discussions at the 
Peace Conference concerning the Palestinian question in connection with 
the Turkish Treaty will most probably not begin unti! next month. In 
the circumstances it would be impossible for those of tho leaders engaged 
in the political work of the Movement to attend the Conference. 


DR. NORDAU ON ASPECTS OF ZIONISM. 


ENGLAND A COLLECTIVE “MESSIAH.” 


A large number of representatives of the Press were received by Dr. 
Max Nordau last Friday, at the offices of the Zionist Organisation, Great 
Russell Street. 


Dr. NORDAU said that he understood many of them desired to hear 
his views on certain questions, particularly on the prospects of Zionism. 
Iie was qt=e ready to submit himself to the court of inquiry.“ 
Naturally, the first question that was put to the author of “ Degenera- 
tion” was the relationship of Judaism to Bolshevism. To this question 
Dr. Nordau replied that an article of his on that subject appeared in the 
J WISH CHRONICLE of that very day. He had no direct news from Russia, 
which he had not visited since 1875, and all he knew about Bolshevism and 
its alleged actions was dezived from the information he picked up from 
the gencral Press, and from hearsay. Nevertheless he considered that 
the article in the JEWISH CHRONIOLE, which was written some time ago, 
fairly represented his views, and he, therefore, recommended them to 
obtain copies of that paper. 

Dr. Nordau was then asked to give his views on the present prospects 
of Zionism. In reply he made it clear that he Was speaking for himsclf 
only, and that bis views did not in any way commit the Zionist Organisa- 
tion. He was quite ready to explain to the best of his ability, what ho 
felt and thought on the present situation. There was hardly any necd, he 
said, to speak of the appalling position of the Jews in Eastern Europe. 
But, thanks to England's generous behaviour, the Ziqnists felt as if they 
were living in the hour before the dawn; as if two thousand years of 
darkness were coming toanend. The Jews had always believed in the 
Messiah ; he was now inclined to believe that England would act the part 
of the Me ssiah. 

Asked as to the attitude of the Jewish people towards Zionism, Dr. 
Nordau said that the masses fixed all their hopes on Zionism and on 
England's‘thelp. Of course, when first they had entered on a new path, 
they were not, could not, expect to be followed at once by everyone. At first, 
some Jews thought that the Zionists were dreamers—or worse; few 
grasped their aims at once and saw how those aims could be realised. 
But, now, owing to their tragic experiences during the war, the hopes 
of the masses were centred on Zionism. Even the assimilated classes, 
the middle and upper class Jews, had suffered so many disappointments 
that they began to feel that if Zionism were not true for themselves, yet 
it was true for their people, perhaps for their children. It was hard for men 
to shake off old habits, but even those who had regarded themselves as 
British, the peope who had spoken of our Shakespeare, our Milton,” 
even perhaps “our Belloc and our Chesterton,” were beginning to adapt 
themsolves to a new mentality. In France, he had seen this change take 
place in an even bolder manner. 

Dr. Nordau then referred to the action of Mr. Sylvain &évi, who, he 
said, had had the impudence to appear before the Peace Conference, not to 
express his own opinions—he would have been justified in doing that 
but as a representative of the Jewish people. He was a self-appointed 

representative. The. Zionist. speakers had a mandate given to them by a 
large body of the Jews who were adie to make their wishes known during 
the war. 

Dr. Nordau wens on to “ay that, although he was not in contact with 
the Jews in Germany, he understood from the echoes of their voice 
which reached him that those Jews who had hitherto regarded them- 
selves as descended from Arminius were beginning to be favourable to 
Zionism. As he had before stated, the masses hailed the recent successes 
of the Zionist Movement with joy, and regarded England as their 
deliverer. Their disappointment would be tragic unless their hopes were 
to be realised. 

Asked with regard.to the influence of the establishment of a Jewish 
State in Palestine on the status and position of the Jews, Dr. Nordau said 
that the Jewsin alestine would be under the protection of Great Britain, 
an | citizens of Falestine. The Jews outside Palestine would be of two 
classes. There would be those who, while not able to go to Palestine 
would have a yearning towards that country. For them the Zionist Move- 
ment would wish to be a help. That movement had no precedents; it 
had to make its own institutions; but it was quite clear that a Jew in 
England who voluntarily desired to do se-could be regarded as a law- 
abiding foreigner, owing allegiance to the authorities in Palestine. He 
might, for instance, pay taxes to Palestine, and thus show his sense of 
citize nship, while fulfilling all the obligations entailed by residence in 
England. But other Jews would wish to be regarded as Englishmen of 
the Jewish persuasion, and to have nothing to do with Palestine, The 


Dr. Nordau said that they would be quite justified in telling those: 
Jews who were very comfortably off in this and other countries; and who 
professed: to be afraid that Zionisnuy might injure, their prospects: vou 
want us tosuffer pogroms, to be condemned to wander from one country. 
to another, and to be in constant fear of persecution in order to secure

MILITARY SERVICE, 


The Chanucah Military Service was resumed on Sunday atthe Cen- 
tral Synagogue, Great Portland Street. The service was shorn of much 
of its usual attractiveness, for instead of almost a full muster of the naval 
and military forces, as in former years, the majority of those present were 
civilians. The Synagogue was by no means crowded, the ladies“ 
gallery being almost empty. The service was fully choral. Mr. Angelo 
A. Asher, as usual, presided at the organ. Apart from the Rev. EvSpero, 
the service was entirely conducted by chaplains. The evening service 
was intoned by the Rev. L. Geffen. The Channcah lights having been 
lit by the Rev. E. Spero, the Rev. Vivian Simmons ascended the pulpit 
and recited in English, Psalm xlvi. 

The Revs. Arthur Barnett and David Hirsch opened the Ark and 
the Sepher Torah was handed to the Senior Chaplain, the Rev. M. Adler, 
D. S. O., B. A., who read the Prayer for the Royal Family. 

The Rev. MICHAEL ADLER delivered a sermon, taking as his texta 
passage from the Book of Maccabees. In the course of his address, he 
said that the Almighty had enabled the Maccabees of old to triumph over 
those who had sought to destroy them. Like the Maccabeam heroes, 
they lifted up their hearts in gratitude to Him who had ruled the destinies 
of mankind and had enabled them to be spared to see the close of the 
world conflict. He had guided them out of the shadow of the valley of death. 
Those who had fought in the battle zone where devastation ran wild, and 
those who were engaged in many spheres at home, gave thanks unto God 
for bestowing upon them courage and strength in the struggle for peace. 
Whilst rejoicing in gladness they did not forget to give expression to their 
profound grief at the loss of their true and noble comrades, whose memory 
would live for ever. Their fallen comrades had won for themselves 
as Jewsand Englishmen imperishable glory for all time, and were a lasting 
credit to Anglo-Jewry. They mourned for them, and shared the grief of 
those who were left to mourn for their kinsfolk. True citizenship sent 
forth that great army of Israel who answered the call of duty in 1914. 
The true feelings of patriotism for the country they loved so passionately 
and so well were then put to the acid test. When the crisis began the 
Jews of England were not found wanting. They had every reason to be 
prond of their share in the war, whether their participation was to be judged 
by the number of men engaged, by the distinctions gained, or by the sad 
record of casualties. Over 2 000 heroes of the Jewish faith had sacrificed 
their lives., ‘Those whohad been spared could face the world with a clear 
conscience. The reputation won by officers and men had been most 
Satisfactory. The Jewish adaptability, qualities of initiative, capacity 
for organisation, and beautiful idealism greatly helped the Jewish 
soldiers in their united work with their Christian comrades. The recent 
anti-Semitic outburst in the Press had assailed the teachings of their 
glorious faith. Jews had been coupled with Bolshevism, a charge that 
was absolutely false and unfounded. They.had even been accused of 
failing in their patriotism in the hour of triumph. Was there any shadow 
of a doubt of the Jews’ whole-hearted devotion to King and Country? The 
world had not yet assumed a period of tranquillity. War was still 
rampant in certain parts of the world. The task that now awaited the 
Jews of the Empire was tohelpin the preservation of peace, Anglo-Jewry 
had given the flower of its manhood for the cause of justice and right, and it 
was their bounden duty to unite in the effort to destroy, once and for all, 
the possibility of fature wars for the safety and welfare of humanity. Ali 
the sacrifices would be in vain if they failed to bring about the establish- 
ment of the League of Nations and thus secure a permanent peace, 
Mr. Adier concluded his address with a prayer. 

The Rev. L. GEFFRN recited Alenu, after which the congregation sang 
Mads Jeu and the National Anthem. The playing of Hatikvah by the 
organist concluded the service. 

Subsequently a concert, under the direction of Mr. H. Annenberg, 
was given in the Chenies Street Drill Hall. A number of prominent 
music-hall artists rendered their services. 

It had been arranged that the Rev. S. Lipson, C. F., should take part 
in the service, but he was not able to do so as the service at the Hammer- 
smith Synagogue had not concladed early enough to permit sf his reaching 
the Central Synagogue in time. .

The Transference of Jews’ College. 
From Rabbi Dr. SALIS DAICHES, 6, Millerfield Place, Edinburgh.

Sin. — On the occasion of the second anniversary of the redemption of 
Jerusalem by British troops, an inspiring article appeared in the Scotsman 
of December 11, at the conclusion of which the writer makes a touching 
appeal in support of the proposed ereetion of a Scottish Theological College 
and Church in Jerusalem. The writer of the article is the Rev. Dr. N. 
Maclean, one of the leading Scottish divines, and the appeal is signed by 
well known representatives of the General Assemblies of the Scottish 
Churches. This is what Dr. Maclean says in the course of his remarkably 
eloquent appeal : 

And no result of the deliverance conld appeal more to the Scottish 
race than this proposal to build a Scots Church and College in the Holy | 
City. Of the scheme the College is an essential part. Inotherdays there 
were Scots Colleges in Paris and Rome, and there the Scottish priesthood 
learned a wider outlook than their isolated land could give. But these 
were lost; and the clergy of the Scottish Churches have lost greatly 
through their losing touch with other lands. The day is doubtless coming 
when the Church of Seotland—reunifed again—will provide that every 
minister shall have a term in the Scots College at Jerusalem. There in 
the atmosphere of the East they will realise that Christianity is not a 
matter of Western syllogisms, but of Eastern imagery. Amid the very 
scenes of the world’s redemption they will be taught to read the story 
anew until reverence and devotion fill the heart. A term in the Scats 
College at Jerusalem, where history would be taught on the scene of its 
greatest triumphs and tragedies, and where devotion would be learned 
in Gethsemane, would bring the breath of a new life to the Scottish 
pulpits. And the Scottish pilgrims to Jerusalem would find a new goal 
to their pilgrimage in the Scots College, where trained teachers would 
interpret the golden past to them

Zionism and the Scheme.

From the Rev. M. H. SEGAL, M. A., Oxford, 
[To THE Eorron.] 


Srr,—The report in the current issue of your valuable journal of the 
reference to the proposed Jewish War Memorial in my address at the 
drawing room meeting of the West London Zionist Association, held at 
the residence of Mr. and Mrs. Leopold Frank, may convey the impression 
that I had spoken in disparaging terms of this great effort for the revival 
of English Judaism, or that I had implied that there was some 
antagonism between the Zionist Movement and the Scheme. Allow 
me to say that this is not the case. 

As one who has been a member of the Anglo-Jewish ministry for 
twenty years, I naturally feel the profoundest sympathy with the Scheme 
and wish its promoters every success in their efforts. Further, the 
presence on the Committee of the Jewish War Memorial of representa- 
tives of the English Zionist Federation proves that there is no clashing of 
interests between Zionism and the Scheme. 

What I did say was thatthe ultimate success of the scheme depended 
largely on the realisation.of the Zionist ideal to reconstruct Palestine as 
the centre of Judaism. Money alone will not effect a Jewish revival in 
this or in any other country. We need a revival of the spirit of Jewish 
idealism, Jewish piety, and Jewish intellectualism. This spiritual 
revival can only be realised in 2X07" N, the home of the Jewish spirit, 
the home of all that is great and noble and permanent in Judaism. We 
ean only look forward to a Jewish revival in England when 28°" p is 
in a position to supply Anglo-Jewry with new Jewish vitality, with new 
spiritual and intellectual vigour. English Jewry is too small in numbers, 
too poor in Jewish ideals and Jewish knowledge, ever to become self- 
dependent and self-sufficient. In future, as in the past, English 
Jewry will have to depend for its vitality upon some greater and 
spiritually more powerful Jewry outside. In the it drew 
this vitality from Eastern Europe. With the ruin of t European 
Jewries through the war, England will become, in an ever-growing degree, 
dependent upon the great centre of Judaism which we are slowly building 
up in NR N PN. It follows, therefore, that the Great Communal Scheme 
can achieve real success only if it is linked up with the Zionist effort. 

What is true of English Jewry, applies also, mutatis mutandis, to the 
Jewries of other countries. The problems which confront us here con- 
front Jews throughout the Western world. They can be solved only by 
the same method of linking up these Jewries with Palestinian Judaism, 
The chief cause of the rapid decay of Judaism in the emancipation 
period is just this mutual isolation of the Jewries of different 
countries through the artificial barriers set up by the assimilation of 
Jews to their neighbours. The neglect of Hebrew and the growing use of 
the various vernaculars for religious and literary purposes have estranged 
the Jews of one country from those of other countries: This dismember- 
ment and disintegration of the Jewish people has resulted in a general

They may 
then begin to understand many things, and, among others, one 
thing that students of Jewry too often overlook—the apparently 
untameable passionateness and the apparently incurable short- 
sightedness of Jewish minds. No-one who knows the Jews—not 
a few more or less pleasant, attractive or brilliant individuals, 
hut Jows in the mass—can doubt that the picture Shakespeare drew of the 
Jewish temperament in Shylock is true to life.” But that is just what 
the dramatist’s presentment is not. How could it be expected that a 
playwright who lived in a country from which Jews had been expelled 
for hundreds of years, and who therefore had scarcely any opportunity of 
coming into personal contact with them, who could only get his informa- 
tion from reading or hearsay, could portray the Jewish character with 
any approach to fidelity? He could only reflect the popular view 
of his day, a view utterly distorted by mediwval bigotry and 
prejudice. In the eyes. of the ignorant populace the Jew hardly 
appeared to be human; he was a monstrosity, and capable of every 
possible villainy. That was the feeling which Shakespeare, whether 
he shared it. or not, had to humour; or his production would have 
been hissed off the stage, and possibly a worse fate still would have 
awaited the author, whom we can imagine being stoned to death by a 
savage mob, infuriated at being baulked of its prejudiced expectations. 
But “Verax” thoroughly misunderstands the moral and teaching 
of Shakespeare's immortal creation. He fails to sce that, while pander- 
ing to the public taste of the time, The Merchant of Venice is one of 
the severest indictments that has ever been penned of 
CHRISTIAN HATRED AND CRUELTY. 
When Shylock, in his reply to Antonio’s request for a loan, exclaims: 
Is it possible 
A cur can lend three thousand ducats? Or 
Shall I bend low, and, in a bondman’s key, 
With bated breath and whispering humbleuess say this: 
Fair sir, you spat on me on Wednesday last; 
You spurned me on such a day ; another time 
You called me dog; and for these courtesies 
I'l lend you thus much monies?” 
—it is not only Shylock who is protesting against such treatment, but 
Shakespeare himself! And, be it remembered, that the coarse, savage 
handling of which the Jew complains comes from the hero of the story, a 
man so full of compassion for every creature but the Jew, a gentleman, 
one of nature's noblemen. This makes the world’s injustice to the Jew 
so much the more striking. Shylock, indeed, hates Antonio, 
but why? because Antonio “hates his sacred nation.” And still, 
in this recital of his wrongs to the man who comes to borrow money, we 
may detect an appeal for kinder treatment, for but a lull in the monotony 
of his contumely. But Antonio is deaf to such appeal, and heartlessly 
replies 
Jam as like to eall thee so again, 
To spit on thee again, to spurn thee too.“ 
Shylock has exacted a cruel bond from his debtor, but see how everything 
and everybody conspire to drive him to the desperate resolve to insist 
upon its fulfilment. Shakespeare skillfully shows him to be even more 
sinned against than sinning. His daughter, the only family tie left, 
deserts him, robs him of his money, and renounces his faith. Is there 
the slightest sign here of sympathy with his misfortunes, the least indica- 
tion of the Christian returning good for evil? On the contrary, these very 
acts which, in ordinary life, would earn her the world’s condemnation— 
performed against a Jew, win her the world’s approval. All praise her, 
none reproach her. Shylock then finds himself deserted and robbed by the 
ove in all the world who should stand by him. He sees the people 
gathering around him and jecring at Lim; none have sympathy for his 
trouble, because he isa Jew. With truly Christian charity, they take a 
fiendish joy in the added calamities that now come pouring thick upon 
him. Tubal brings the news that his daughter has sold her 
dead mother’s ring, given to her father when he was a bachelor. 
Antonio himself, his arch-enemy, assists in the girl’s escape. One calls 
him old carrion,” another devil likeness of a Jew”; while “faithless 
Jew,” “foul Jew,” and dog Jew” are common epithets by which he is 
addressed. What

of the sacred teaching: “ When thine enemy falleth, rejoice not”! And 
now, at the very acme of his despair, he learns that Antonio cannot repay 
his debt, and the enemy's life is at his mercy. Standing at bay, stung by 
the reproaches and gibes of all around him, outraged by the heartiessness 
of their eruelty, not one tp take his side, rejected and outcast by the 
whole world, he makes a desperate resolve to have revenge upon at least 
one of his tormentors. But in the very speech in ich he declares his 
resolution, how nobly he vindicates himself, how dignified is the rebuke 
he administers to his persecutors! In the tragic dignity in which he 
rehearses the wrongs of himself and his people, Shylock rises to the 
highest, A feeling of awe, perhaps of shame, steals over his auditors as

he reminds them that a Jew is a human being, and none can answer him. 
As for revenge: “If a Jew wrong a Christian, what is his humility? 
Revenge. If a Christian wrong a Jew, what should his sufferance be by 
Christian example?” Only the genius of a Shakespeare could have con- 
ceived so unanswerable an argument. A powerful appeal is madete Shy- 
lock’smercy, but by whom? Not by Antonio, who, even now, will not recall 
one jot of the brutal treatment he hasdaily meted out tothe Jew. Shylock 
may have waited fora wordof kindness, a petition for clemency from this one 
man, that would bid him pause in the execution of his bond. Antonio is 
doggedly silent, and Shylock isasdoggedly determined. Ali the incidents 
in the trial scene and verdict are so many counts in Shakespeare's 
indictment of the Christian’s treatment of the Jew, and are intended to 
show the hopelessness of the Jew receiving justice at his hands. Half of 
the Jew's fortune must be given to the faithless daughter who has 
renounced him and to the man who stole her from him, and he is told that 
he is under obligation to the hated Antonio for the retention of the other 
half, and that he may feel thankful that he escapes with his life. Further 
more, he must forego his religion and become a Christian. These 
Christians ask Shylock for mercy ; they refuse him justice. And although 
he does not appear more upon the scene, we can follow his career to the 
end. Therefore if we will read between the lines of this wonderful 
play, we are justified in saying that Shakespeare has attempted to plead 
the cause of the Jew and set forth his wrongs. He has given a fine touch 
of the human to a type hitherto represented as monstrous. That his is 
not the true type of Jew either, goes without saying. It is hardly 
necessary for us to defend ourselves against it, The Jew of the Middle 
Ages may have been demoralised by bad treatment, but Shylock was not 
his photograph. Goaded and seeking revenge, he has been the last to 
demand it. He has forgiven his enemies only toe casily, he has but 
too readily forgotten the wrongs of the past. The picture of the Jew 
sharpening his knife on his shoe, baring the breast of his enemy, and 
ready to stab him to the heart, is utterly antagonistic to bis character. 
And renouncing his faith, too, without a protest-—-so like a Jew! We had 
hoped we were beginning to be understood better, till we were zudely 
reminded by Verax“ that still “Suffrance is the badge of all our tribe.”

Sin. The Sermon for the Week, in your last issue, contains, inter alia, 
the amazing statement: “ Fairly interpreted, there is nothing in the Sermon 
on the Mount to which Jews can take exception.” Instead of refuting 
effectively and adequately the infamous and foolish attack on the 
Jewish Religion which Verax has recently made in the Times 
newspaper, your Sermon for the Week goes out of the way to defend 
the teaching of Jesus, and concludes by lamely capitulating to our 
opponent by the false assertion that “there is nothing in the Sermon on 
the Mount to which Jews can take exception.“ I am sorely afraid that 
if this statement is left unchallenged it will be pointed to by our enemies 
and detractors as tantamount to an acihowledgment of the supwiority 
of the so-called Law of Christ to the Law of Moses, which obviously the 
words I have quoted were never intended to be. 

Kither the writer of your Sermon for the Week is totally unaware 
of the contents of the Sermon on the Mount, or he is unconsci- 
ously betraying the cause of Israel, which spells fidelity to the 
Law of Moses and a definite rejection of the so-called superior 
Law of Christ, enunciated in the Sermon on the Mount. Jesus 
explains that his new Law in the Sermon on the Mognt stands in 
a double relation to the old Law of Israel. First, it is in direct continuity 
with what had gone before (Matt. v., 17-19); and, secondly (v. 20-48), it 
supersedes it; as the complete supersedes the incomplete. The Church. 
likewise, holds the Hebrew Scriptures to be imperfect. The Church 
Father Irenwus, one of the Saints, says: The Commandments are 
common to the Jews and us; with them they had their beginning. and 
origin, with us their development and completion.” 

The Sermon on the Mount preserved in the Gospels is intended to 
replace the Law in the Hebrew Scriptures given on Mount Sinai. “ For I 
say unto you, that except your righteousness shail exceed the righteous. 
ness of the Scribes and Pharisees, ye shall in no wise enter inte the 
Kingdom of Heaven” (ibid. 200. Le have heard that it was said to them 
ot old times. . . but I say unto you” is not to be explained away as 
the late Professor Schechter so ingeniously suggested. Even Mr. Monte- 
fiore in his edition of the Synoptic Gospels (p. 499) considers Dr. 
Schechter's interpretation unsuitable for the passage quoted in your 
“Sermon for the Week :— Ye have heard that it was said, Thon shalt 
love thy neighbour, and hate thine enemy; but I say unto you, Love 
your enemies and pray for them that persecute. vou“ (ibid. 43, 44). The 
writer of your Sermon for the Week asserts that Jesus know his Torah too 
well, and those to whom he was speaking were too familiar with ib, for 
him to have uttered such words.” What authority is there for this state- 
ment? Is the JEWISH CHRONICLE true to its traditions in permitting its 
contributors to defend the teaching of Jesus when he falsifies our Torah, 
and to justify his doctrines at the expense of Judaism? The synagogue 
still teaches that The Law of the Lord is perfect. We have no need of 
any Gospel-improved edition of our old Decalogne.

MILITARY SERVICE. 


The Chanucah Military Service was resumed on Sunday at the Cen- 
tral Synagogue, Great Portland Street. The service was shorn of much 
of its usual attractiveness, for instead of almost a full muster of the naval 
and military forces, as in former years, the majority of those present were 
civilians. The Synagogue was by no means crowded, the ladies’ 
gallery being almost empty. The service was fully choral. Mr. Angelo 
A. Asher, as usual, presided at the organ. Apart from the Rev. EvSpero, 
the service was entirely conducted by chaplains. The evening service 
was intoned by the Rev. L. Geffen. The Channcah lights having been 
lit by the Rev. E. Spero, the Rev. Vivian Simmons ascended the pulpit 
and recited in English, Psalm Xlvi. 

The Revs. Arthur Barnett and David Hirsch opened the Ark and 
the Sepher Torah was handed to the Senior Chaplain, the Rev. M. Adler, 
D. S. O., B. A., who read the Prayer for the Royal Family. 

The Rev. MICHAEL ADLER delivered a sermon, taking as his texta 
passage from the Book of Maccabees. In the course of his address, he 
said that the Almighty had enabled the Maccabees of old to triumph over 
those who had sought to destroy them. Like the Maccabean heroes, 
they lifted up their hearts in gratitude to Him who had ruled the destinies 
of mankind and had enabled them to be spared to see the close of the 
world conflict. He had guided them out of the shadow of the valley of death. 
Those who had fought in the battle zone where devastation ran wild, and 
those who were engaged in many spheres at home, gave thanks unto God 
for bestowing upon them conrage and strength in the struggle for peace. 
Whilst rejoicing in gladness they did not forget to give expression to their 
profound grief at the loss of their true and noble comrades, whose memory 
would live for ever. Their fallen comrades had won for themselves 
as Jewsand Englishmen imperishable gloryfor all time, and were a lasting 
credit to Anglo-Jewry. They mourned for them, and shared the grief of 
those who were left to mourn for their kinsfolk. True citizenship sent 
forth that great army of Israel who answered the call of duty in 1914. 
The true feelings of patriotism for the country they loved so passionately 
and so well were then put to the acid test. When the crisis began the 
Jews of England were not found wanting. They had every reason to be 
proud of their share in the war, whether their participation was to be judged 
by the number of men engaged, by the distinctions gained, or by the sad 
record of casualties. Over 2,000 heroes of the Jewish faith had sacrificed 
theirlives, Those whohad been spared could face the world with a clear 
conscience. The reputation won by officers and men had been most 
satisfactory. The Jewish adaptability, qualities of initiative, capacity 
for organisation, and beautiful idealism greatiy helped the Jewish 
soldiers in their united work with their Christian comrades. The recent 
anti-Semitic outburst in the Press had assailed the teachings of their 
glorious faith. Jews had been coupled with Bolshevism, a charge that 
was absolutely false and unfounded. They.had even been accused of 
failing in their patriotism in the hour of triumph. Was there any shadow 
of a doubt of the Jews’ whole-hearted devotion to King and Country? The 
world had not yet assumed a period of tranquillity. War was still 
rampant in certain parts of the world. The task that now awaited the 
Jews of the Empire was to help in the preservation of peace. Anglo-Jewry 
had given the flower of its manhood for the cause of justice and right, and it 
was their bounden duty to unite in the effort to destroy, once and for all, 
the possibility of fature wars for the safety and welfare of humanity. All 
the sacrifices would be in vain if they failed to bring about the establish 
ment of the League of Nations and thus secure a permanent peace. 
Mr. Adler concluded his address with a prayer. 

The Rev. L. GEFFEHN recited Alenu, after which the congregation sang 
Mass Tsur and the National Anthem. The playing of Hatikvah by the 
organist concluded the service. 

Subsequently a concert, under the direction of Mr. H. Annenberg, 
was given in the Chenies Street Drili Hall. A number of prominent 
music-hall artists rendered their services.

The Transference of Jews’ College.

Sin. — On the oceasion of the second anniversary of the redemption of 
Jerusalem by British troops; an inspiring article appeared in the Scofeman 
ot December 11, at the conclusion of which the writer makes a tonching 
appeal in support of the proposed creation of a Scottish Theological College 
and Church in Jerusalem. The writer of the article is the Rev. Dr. N. 
Maclean, one of the leading Scottish divines, and the appeal is signed by 
well known representatives of the General Assemblies of the Scottish 
Churches.

Sin. The report in the current issue of your valuable journal of the 
reference to the proposed Jewisii War Memorial in my address at the

This spiritual 
revival can only be realised in 2X77" N, the home of the Jewish spirit, 
the home of all that is great and noble and permanent in Judaism. We 
ean only look forward to a Jewish revival in England when NW PR igs 
in a position to supply Anglo-Jewry with new Jewish vitality, with new 
spiritual and intellectual vigour.

And, be it remembered, that the coarse, savage 
handling of which the Jew complains comes from the hero of the story, a 
man so full of compassion for every creature but the Jew, a gentleman, 
one of nature's noblemen. This makes the world’s injustice to the Jew 
so much the more striking. Shylock, indeed, hates Antonio, 
but why? because Antonio “hates his sacred nation.” And Still, 
in this recital of his wrongs to the man who comes to borrow money, we 
may detect an appeal for kinder treatment, for but a lull in the monotony 
of his contumely. But Antonio is deaf to such appeal, and heartlessly 
replies 
Jam as like to call thee so again, 
To spit on thee again, to spurn thee too.“ 
Shylock has exacted a cruel bond from his debtor, but see how everything 
and everybody conspire to drive him to the desperate resolve to insist 
upon its fulfilment. Shakespeare skillfully shows him to be even more 
sinned against than sinning. His daughter, the only family tie left, 
deserts him, robs him of his money. and renounces his faith. Is there 
the slightest sign here of sympathy with his misfortunes, the least indica 
tion of the Christian returning good for evil? On the contrary, these very 
acts which, in ordinary life, would earn her the world’s condemnation— 
performed against a Jew, win her the world’s approval. All praise her, 
none reproach her. Shylock then finds himself deserted and robbed by the 
one in all the world who should stand by him. He sees the people 
gathering around him and jeering at him; none have sympathy for his 
trouble, because he isa Jew. With truly Christian charity, they take a 
fiendish joy in the added calamities that now come pouring thick upon 
him. Tubal brings the news that his daughter has sold her 
dead mother’s ring, given to her father when he was a bachelor. 
Antonio himself, his arch-enemy, assists in the girl’s escape. One calls 
him “ old carrion,” another “devil likeness of a Jew”; while “faithless 
Jew,” “foul Jew,” and “dog Jew” are common epithets by which he is 
addressed, What

of the sacred teaching: “ When thine enemy falleth, rejoice not”! And 
now, at the very acme of his despair, he learns that Antonio cannot repay 
his debt, and the enemy’s life is at his mercy. Standing at bay, stung by 
tise reproaches and gibes of all around him, outraged by the heartiessness 
ot their eruelty, not one tp take his side, rejected and outcast by the 
whole world, he makes a desperate resolve to have revenge upon at least 
one of his tormentors. But in the very speech in which he declares his 
resolution, how nobly he vindicates himself, how dignified is the rebuke 
he administers to his persecutors! In the tragic dignity in which he 
rehearses the wrongs of himself and his people, Shylock rises te the 
highest, A feeling of awe, perhaps of shame, steals over his auditors as 


ow 


he reminds them that a Jew is a human being, and none can answer him. 
As for revenge: “If a Jew wrong a Christian, what is his humility? 
Revenge. It a Christian wrong a Jew, what should his sufferance be by 
Christian example?” Only the genius of a Shakespeare could have con- 
ceived so unanswerable an argument. A powerful appeal is made to Shy- 
lock’smerey, but by whom? Not by Antonio, who, even now, will not recall 
one jot of the brutal treatment he has daily meted out tothe Jew. Shylock 
may have waited fora wordof kindness, a petition for clemency from this one 
man, that would bid him pause in the execution of his bond. Antonio is 
doggedly silent, and Shylock isasdoggedly determined. All the incidents 
in the trial scene and verdict are so many counts in Shakespeare's 
indictment of the Christian's treatment of the Jew, and are intended to 
show the hopelessness of the Jew receisteg justice at his hands. Half of 
the Jew's fortune must be given to the faithless daughter who has 
renounced him and to the mau who stole her from him, and he is told that 
he is under obligation to the hated Antonio for the retention of the other 
half, and that he may fee! thankful that he escapes with his life. Further 
more, he must forego his religion and become a Christian. These 
Christians ask Shylock for mercy ; they refuse him justice. And although 
he does not appear more upon the scene, we can follow his career to the 
end. Therefore if we will read between the lines of this wonderful 
play, we are justified in saying that Shakespeare has attempted to plead 
the cause of the Jew and set forth his wrongs. He has given a fine touch 
of the human to a type hitherto represented as monstrous. That his is 
not the true type of Jew either, goes without saying. It is hardly 
necessary for us to defend ourselves against it. The Jew of the Middle 
Ages may have been demoralised by bad treatment, but Shylock was not 
his photograph. Goaded and seeking revenge, he has beon the last to 
demand it. He has forgiven his enemics oniy toe easily, he has but 
too readily forgotten the wrongs of the past. The picture of the Jew 
sharpening his knife on his shoe, baring the breast of his enemy, and 
ready to stab him to the heart, is utterly antagonistic to his character. 
And renonncing his faith, too, without a protest—so like a Jew! We had 
hoped we were beginning to be understood better, till we were rudely 
reminded by Verax“ that still “Suffrance is the badge of all our tribe.”

Srk,—The Sermon for the Week, in your last issue, contains, inter alia, 
the amazing statement: “ Fairly interpreted, there is nothing in the Sermon 
on the Mount to which Jews can take exception.’ Instead of refuting 
effectively and adequately the infamous and foolish attack on the 
Jewish Religion which Verax has recently made in the Times 
newspaper, your Sermon for the Week goes out of the way to defend 
the teaching of Jesus, and concludes by lamely capitulating to our 
opponent by the false assertion that “there is nothing in the Sermon on

For I 
say unto you, that except your righteousness shail exceed the righteous- 
ness of the Scribes and Pharisees, ye shall in no wise enter into the 
Kingdom of Heaven” (ibid. 20). “Ye have heard that it was said to them 
ot old times . . but I say unto you” is not to be explained away as 
the late Professor Schechter so ingeniously suggested. Even Mr. Monte- 
ore in his edition of the Synoptic Gospels (p. 499) considers Dr. 
Schechter's interpretation unsuitable for the passage quoted in your 
“Sermon for the Week : — Ye have heard that it was said, Thou shalt 
love thy neighbour, and hate thine enemy; but I say unto you, hove 
your enemies and pray for them that persecute you“ (ibid. 43, 44). The 
writer of your Sermon for the Week asserts that Jesus knew his Torah too 
well, and those to whom he was speaking were too familiar with it, for 
him to have uttered such words.” What authority is there for this state. 
ment? Is the JEWISH CHRONICLE true to its traditions ia permitting its 
contributors to defend the teaching of Jesus when he falsifies our Torah, 
and to justify his doctrines at the expense of Judaism?

MILITARY SERVICE. 


The Chanucah Military Service was resumed on Sunday at the Cen- 
tral Synagogue, Great Portland Street. The service was shorn of much 
of its usual attractiveness, for instead of almost a full muster of the naval 
and military forces, as in former years, the majority of those present were 
civilians. The Synagogue was by no means crowded, the ladies’ 
gallery being almost empty. The service was fully choral. Mr. Angelo 
A. Asher, as usual, presided at the organ. Apart from the Rev. E- Sporo, 
the service was entirely conducted by chaplains. The evening service 
was intoned by the Rev. L. Geffen. The Channcah lights having been 
lit by the Rev. E. Spero, the Rev. Vivian Simmons ascended the pulpit 
and recited in English, Psalm xlvi. 

The Revs. Arthur Barnett and David Hirsch opened the Ark and 
the Sepher Torah was handed to the Senior Chaplain, the Rev. M. Adler, 
D.8.0., B. A., who read the Prayer for the Royal Family. 

The Rev. MICHAEL ADLER delivered a sermon, taking as his texta 
passage from the Book of Maccabees. In the course of his address, he 
said that the Almighty had enabled the Maccabees of old to triumph over 
those who had sought to destroy them. Like the Maccabean heroes, 
they lifted up their hearts in gratitude to Him who had ruled the destinies 
of mankind and had enabled them to be spared to see the close of the 
world conflict. He had guided them out of the shadow of the valley of death. 
Those who had fought in the battle zone where devastation ran wild, and 
those who were engaged in many spheres at home, gave thanks unto God 
for bestowing upon them courage and strength in the struggle for peace. 
Whilst rejoicing in gladness they did not forget to give expression to their 
profound grief at the loss of their true and noble comrades, whose memory 
would live for ever. Their fallen comrades had won for themselves 
as Jewsand Englishmen imperishable glory for all time, and were a lasting 
credit to Anglo-Jewry. They mourned for them, and shared the grief of 
those who were left to mourn for their kinsfolk. True citizenship sent 
forth that great army of Israel who answered the call of duty in 1914, 
The true feelings of patriotism for the country they loved so passionately 
and so well were then put to the acid test. When the crisis bogan the 
Jews of England were not found wanting. They had every reason to be 
proud of their share iu the war, whether their participation was to be judged 
by the number of men engaged, by the distinctions gained, or by the sad 
record of casualties. Over 2,000 heroes of the Jewish faith had sacrificed 
theirlives. Those who had been spared could face the world with a clear 
conscience. The reputation won by officers and men had been most 
satisfactory. The Jewish adaptability, qualities of initiative, capacity 
for organisation, and beautiful idealism greatly helped the Jewish 
soldiers in their united work with their Christian comrades. The recent 
anti-Semitic outburst in the Pfess had assailed the teachings of their 
glorious faith. Jews had been coupled with Bolshevism, a charge that 
was absolutely false and unfounded. They.had even been accused of 
failing in their patriotism in the nour of triumph. Was there any shadow 
of a doubt of the Jews’ whole-hearted devotion to King and Country? The 
world had not yet assumed a period of tranquillity. War was still 
rampant in certain parts of the world. The task that now awaited the 
Jews of the Empire was to help in the preservation of pace. Anglo-Jewry 
had given the flower of its manhood for the cause of justice and right, and it 
was their bounden duty to unite in the effort to destroy, once and for all, 
the possibility of future wars for the safety and welfare of humanity. All 
the sacrifices would be in vain if they failed to bring about the establish- 
ment of the League of Nations and thus secure a permanent peace, 
Mr. Adler concluded his address with a prayer. 

The Rev. L. GEPFRN recited Alenu, after which the congregation sang 
Mass Tsur and the National Anthem. The playing of Hatikvah by the 
organist concluded the service. 

Subsequently a concert, under the direction of Mr. H. Annenberg, 
was given in the Chenies Street Drill Hall. A number of prominent 
music- hall artists rendered their services. 


It had been arranged that the Rev. S. Lipson, C. F., shonld take part 
in the service, but he was not able to do so as the service at the Hammer- 
smith Synagogue had not concluded early enough to permit of his reaching 


the Central Synagogue in time.

And 
now, at the very acme of his despair, he learns that Antonio cannot repay 
his debt, and the enemy’s life is at his mercy. Standing at bay, stung by 
the reproaches and gibes of all around him, outraged by the heartlessness 
of their eruelty, not one tp take his side, rejected and outcast by the 
whole world, he makes a desperate resolve to have revenge upon at least 
one of his tormentors. But in the very speech in which he declares his 
resolution, how nobly he vindieates himself, how dignified is the rebuke 
he administers to his persecutors! In the tragic dignity in which he 
rehearses the wrongs of himself and his people, Shylock rises to the 
highest, A feeling of awe, perhaps of shame, steals over his auditors as 


he reminds them that a Jew is a human being, and none can answer him. 
As for revenge: “If a Jew wrong a Christian, what is his humility? 


Revenge. If a Christian wrong a Jew, what should his sufferance be by 
Christian example?” Only the genius of a Shakespeare could have con- 
ceived so unanswerable an argument. A powerful appeal is made to Shy- 
lock’smercy, but by whom? Not by Antonio, who, even now, will not recall 
one jot of the brutal treatment he has daily meted out to the Jew. Shylock 
may have waited fora wordof kindness, a petition forclemency from this one 
man, that would bid him pause in the execution of his bond. Antonio is 
doggedly silent, and Shylock is as doggedly determined. All the incidents 
in the trial scene and verdict are so many counts in Shakespeare's 
indictment of the Christians treatment of the Jew, and are intended to 
show the hopelessness of the Jew receiving justice at his hands. Half of 
the Jews fortune must be given to the faithless daughter who has 
renounced him and to the man who stole her from him, and he is told that 
he is under obligation to the hated Antonio for the retention of the other 
half, and that he may feel thankful that he escapes with his life. Further 
more, he must forego his religion and become a Christian. These 
Christians ask Shylock for mercy ; they refuse bim justice. And atthough 
he does not appear more upon the scene, we can follow his career to the 
end. Therefore if we will read between the lines of this wonderful 
play, we are justified in saying that Shakespeare has attempted to plead 
the cause of the Jew and set forth his wrongs. He has given a fine touch 
of the human to a type hitherto represented as monstrous. That his is 
not the true type of Jew either, goes without saying. It is hardly 
necessary for us to defend ourselves against it. The Jew of the Middle 
Ages may have been demoralised by bad treatment, but Shylock was not 
his photograph. Goaded and seeking revenge, he has been the last to 
demand it. He hes forgiven his enemies only toe casily, he has but 
too readily forgotten the wrongs of the past. T's picture of the Jew 
sharpening his knife on his shoe, baring the breast of his enemy, and 
ready to stab him to the heart, is utterly antagonistic to his character. 
And renouncing his faith, too, without a protest--so iko a Jew! We had 
hoped we were beginning to be understood better, till we were rudely 
reminded by Verax“ that stil! “Suffrance is the badge of all our tribe.” 


The Sermon on the Mount: 
A Protest and a Reply.

(TO THE EDITOR. | 

Sin- The Sermon for the Week, in your last issue, contains, inter alia, 
the amazing statement: “ Fairly interpreted, there is nothing in the Sermon 
on the Mount to which Jews can take exception.” Instead of refuting 
effectively and adequately the infamous and foolish attack on the 
Jewish Religion which Verax“ has recently made in the Times 
newspaper, your Sermon for the Week goes out of the way to defend 
the teaching of Jesus, and concludes by lamely capitulating to our 
opponent by the false assertion that “there is nothing in the Sermon on 
the Mount to which Jews can take exception.“ I am sorely afraid that 
if this statement is left unchallenged it will be pointed to by our enemies 
and detractors as tantamount to an acihowledgment of the sup@iority 
of the so-called Law of Christ tothe Law of Moses, which obviously the 
words I have quoted were never intended to be. 

Kither the writer of your Sermon for the Week is totally unaware 
of the contents of the Sermon on the Mount, or he is unconsci- 
ously betraying the cause of Israel, which spells fidelity to the 
Law of Moses and a definite rejection of the so-called superior 
Law of Christ, enunciated in the Sermon on the Mount. Jesus 
explains that his new Law in the Sermon on the Mognt stands in 
a double relation to the eld Law of Israel. First, it is in direct continuity 
with what had gone before (Matt. v., 17-19); and, secondly (v. 20-48), it 
supersedes it; as the complete supersedes the incomplete. The Church. 
likewise, holds the Hebrew Scriptures to be imperfect. The Church 
Father Irenwus, one of the Saints, says: The Cammandments are 
common to the Jews and us; with them they had their beginning. and 
origin, with us their development and completion.” 

The Sermon on the Mount preserved in the Gospels is intended to 
replace the Law in the Hebrew Scriptures given on Mount Sinai. For I 
say unto you, that except your righteousness shail exceed the righteous- 
ness of the Scribes and Pharisees, ye shall in no wise enter into the 
Kingdom of Heaven” (ibid. 20). “Ye have heard that it was said to them 
ot old times but I say unto you” is not to be explained away as 
the late Professor Schechter so ingeniously suggested. Even Mr. Monte- 
loro in his edition of the Synoptic Gospels (p. 499) considers Dr, 
Schechter's interpretation unsuitable for the passage quoted in your 
“Sermon for the Week: — Ye have heard that it was said, Thon shalt 
love thy neighbour, and hate thine enemy; but I say unto you, Love 
your enemies and pray for them that persecute you“ (ibid. 43, 44). The 
writer of your Sermon for the Week asserts that Jesus knew his Torah too 
well, and those to whom he was speaking were too familiar with it, for 
him to have uttered such words.“ What authority is there for this state- 
ment? Is the JEWISH CHRONICLE true to its traditions in permitting its 


contributors to defend the teaching of Jesus when he falsifies our. Torah, 


and to justify his doctrines at the expense of Judaism? The synagogue 
still teaches that The Law of the Lord is perfect.” We have no need of 
any Gospel-improved edition of our old Decalogue. 

In spite of the assurance of your “Sermon for the Week” I take 
very grave exception to several parts of the Sermon on the Mount. Asa 
Jew L take exception to verses xi-xii. in chapter 5 of Matthew, where we 
read of the bliss of people perseeuted for the sake of Jesus: This is not 
den YIP. Jews will not accept the teaching a bout Divorce as enungiated 
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in the Sermon on the Mount (Matthew and Luke). Quite opposed to the 


spirit of Judaism is the primciple of non-resistance laid down iu the Sermon 
on the Mount. Equally un-Jewish is its asceticism. Do we find nothing 
objectionable in its teaching: “ Give not that which is holy unto the 
dogs, neither cast your pearls before t!: vine, lest haply they trample 
them under their feet and turn and rend you” (vii., 6)? Do we approve 
the harsh threat: Whosoever shall say, Thou Fool, shall be in danger of 
the hell of fire” (v., 22)? Perhaps the writer of your Sermon for the 
Week would reply that as Jesus knew his Torah so well, it was quite 
impossible for him to have said such words, the like of which cannot be 
found in the Hebrew Bible. It is left to the “superior” teaching of the 
“Sermon on the Mount” to teach such doctrine. 

I fear this letter is scmewhat harsh in tone, but the provocation bas 
been exceeding grievous. One last word: In dealing with the Lez 
Talionis your writer of theSermon for the Week did not tell the whole tale. 
How about the Sadducean attitude? How about the Christian attitude in 
employing poisonods gas and resorting to air raids in our own days? 
Was this according to the Gospel teaching, or according to the literal 
doctrine, “An eye for an*cye?” Or vas it perhaps a case of two eves 
forone? Asa Jc v, [naturally agroe with the wise attitude of retaliation, 
which was the z; method to be adopted to stop the crimes of modern 
warfare.

„ Our esteemed correspondent appears to confuse the 
teachings of Jesus with the doctrine of Christianity; two things 
totally different and frequently utterly opposed. Jesus throughout 
his life remained a Jew, and, indeed, proclaimed his adhesion to 
Jewish Law in the very Lesson which he delivered from the Mount— 
and which the Rev. Gerald Friedlander so energetically denounces— 
in the famous words: “ Think not that I am come to destroy the Law 
or the prophets. Iam not come to destroy but to fulfil; for verily 1 
say unto you till heaven and earth pass not one yad or cheerik” 
(commonly translated jot or tittle) “shall in any way pass from the 
Law until all be fulfilled.” 

Nor do we accept Mr. Friedlander’s application of the 
swenty-eight verses of Matthew, to which he alludes as being 
conscious abrogation by Jesus of the Law. It was his inter- 
pretation of the Law. For instance, when he said: “If thou 
bring thy gift to the altar and there remember that thy brother hath 
ought against thee, leave thou thy gift before the altar and go thy 
way; first be reconciled to thy brother and then come and offer 
thy gift,” he was, it is true, abrogating the strict letter of the 
sacrificial law. @the was also merely interpreting the law of sacrifice 
in the same way asthe prophet who declared—comparing the people to 
whom his invocation was addressed to the inhabitants of Sodom and 
yemorrah— 


To what purpose is the multitude of your sacrifices unto Me? saith 
the Lord. Iam full of the burnt offerings of rams and the fat of fed 
heaste andl T delight notin the blood of bullecks or of lambs or of he-goats. 
bet Bring no more vain oblations . . I am wearv to bear 
them. When ye spread forth your hands I will hide Mine eves from you; 
yea when ye make many prayers, I will not hear: your hands are bloody. 


Wash you, make you clean ; put away the evil of your doings from before 
Mine eyes; cease to do evil ; Igarn to do well; seek judgment; relieve the 
oppressed ; judge the fatherlIG% ; plead for the widow. 

It is quite true that much of the doctrine of Jesus is dis. 
regarded in practice by Jews, as it is by Christians; for much of 
it is pure idealism which does not dovetail with the actualities 
of life. It is further true that some of the doctrine which Jesus 
taught has not been accepted generally by Jews. But we doubt if 
Mr. Friedlander would venture to say—and that is surely the acid 
test that any Jew who (if it were possible) lived strictly in accord. 
ance with the doctrine of Jesus and otherwise lived as a Jew, would 
by reason of his adhesion to the doctrine of the Gallilean teacher, be 
(leemed to have renounced his right to be known as a Jew. 

The doctrine taught by Jesus in the Lesson delivered from the 
Mount was not original. Deutsch, in his essay on the Talmud, has 
shown how every word of it could be paralleled by Biblical and 
Rabbinical teaching, and even Mr. Friedlander himself has adopted 
that view in his work, Jewish Soureesofthe Sermon on the Mount,” 
declarmg in reference to the Beatitudes: “Israel finds nothing 
new here. The Jew rejoices to think that such fine preach- 
ing is common to Judaism and Christianity.” Jesus, indeed, repre- 
sented a phase of contemporary Jewish thought, and Mr. Friedlander 
knows quite well that there have always been many phases 
of Jewish thought co-existent. Much that was taught by the 
Rabbis has never been generally acted upon by Jews individually, 
and there is much also that has not been accepted by Jews in general. 
It occurs to us, for instance, that Mr. Friedlander with his 
notions of what he terms “‘the wise attitude of retaliation” is in 
direct conflict with the doctrine of Hillel, who taught: “ Whatever 
is hateful unto thee do it not unto thy fellow; this is the whole law, 
the rest is but commentary.” | 

The JEWISH CHRONICLE, our esteemed correspondent will, we 
know, be gratified to learn, is thus loyal, not only to its own 
traditions, but also to the best traditions of Judaism as exemplified 
by that Rabbi who declared Who is wise? 
He who learns from all men,” when it points to the value of the teach- 
ing, when “ fairly interpre d,“ of the Lesson on the Mount. It seis to 
us to be singularly unwise for Jews to disdain the teachings of Jesus 
(assuming the accounts in the Synoptic Gospels to be true in fact, 
and that Jesus really did exist), merely because Christianity has 
prostituted them, and because through that we Jews have suffered 
the largest share of the consequent evil that has fallen upon the 
world,—Editor, J. 0.)

S1R,—Preaching in support of the Great Communal Scheme at tho 
West London Synagogue, the Rv. Isidore Harris said: For what is 
the traditional Judaism which the Scheme has in view? It is a tradition 
permeated by a spirit of progress and development! itis not a perpetuation 
of old-fashioned orthodoxy.” 

Mr. Harris, prior to his appointment at Berkeley Street in 1881, 
ministered for seven years at the North London Synigogue, one of the 
congregations of “old-fashioned orthodoxy.” His colleague, the Rev. 
Morris Joseph, was also minister of the same synagogue for six years, 
1968-1874. Thirty-eight years have passed since Mr. Harris bade farewell 
to his orthodox congregation in North London to take up his duties at the 
Reform Synagogue, and forty-five years since Mr. Joseph quitted the same 
field of work. The services rendered by these distinguished Reform 
ministers to their old orthodox congregation are not forgotten. Both men 
are highly esteemed for their great attainments and high character. 

The suggestion was made that one of these ex-ministers of North 
London should be invited to address the children of the congregation at 
the Chanucah service this afternoon in the absence of the Rev. Walter 
Levin on military duty. But the powers that be decided to fall back on 
Jews’ College, and one of the young orthodox students was called to step 
into the breach, a remarkable commentary this on Mr. Harris’ interpre- 
tation of the traditional Judaism to be endowed by the Great Communal 
Memorial Scheme. It is a tradition permeated by a spirit of progress and 
development.” The lapse of thirty-eight years has not sufficed to heal 
the breach between orthodox North London and the moderate reform of 
West London. Further comment is unnecessary. The Ohief Rabbi is 
correct, and, Scheme or no Scheme, “the constitution is to remain as it 
is, the platform is to remain, the seat of authority is to remain.”

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THE LETTERS OF BENAMMI. 


IX.—THE SABBATH. 


My DE\R CousIn,—What interested me most in your last letter was 
the account of your conversation with the village clergyman. I wonder 
here he obtained his information tat Judaism favours Capitalism. It 
8, of course, a stock argument with certain anti-Semites that the teach- 
ings of Judaism facilitate the development of Capitalist enterprise. 
Judaism, they say, lays stress on industry, frugality, and morality, and 
by inculcating these middle-class virtues contributes to the growth of 
‘wealth; and then, they continue, where wealth accumulates Capital raises 
its head. I cannot for the life of me understand why, if this doctrine is true, 
it should be a source of complaint against the Jew. Admitted] y the world 
owes much to Capitalist enterprise, and far from blau.ing Judaism, these 
critics ought surely to mete out praise to a religious system which, on 
their own showing, is friendly to Capitalism, and is, therefore, a boon to 
the world. 

But is Judaism friendly to Capitalism? I hope you will point out to 
your clerical friend that this theorem has never been satisfactorily proved. 
Judaism is just as sympathetic to Capitalism as is Protestantism or 
Catholicism ; no more and no less. If Jews succeed in business, so do 
Scotchmen, so did the Florentines, so do the Greeks, so do the Armenians, 
80 do the English. I believe it is due to their intelligence. Intelligence 
counts for much in modern enterprise, and the man who is blessed with 
an abundance of this precious gift is bound to make headway. Jews are 
accounted intelligent; they are therefore (on the whole) successful 
business men where circumstances render them the Opportunity. But 
Judaism as a religious system has little to do-with Capitalism. 

Tell your friend that one important Jewish institution is a permanent 
protest against the Capitalist spirit. I mean the Sabbath, with its appeal for 
rest and holiness. Rest finds no place in modern business, which demands 
constant, never-endingactivity. The typical Capitalist enterpriser isalways 
on the go; he has no time for rest or for his family. His business 
dominates him to the exclusion of all other things. He cannot under- 
stand; he does not know, the Sabbath spirit, with its insistence on 
edification, contemplation, and family reunion. Ia so far then as the 
Sabbath is a force in Judaism, its influence is away from Capitalism. 

Is the Sabbath a force in Judaism? I need not wait for the 
answer. You know itis. The Sabbath is one of the basic foundations of 
our religion. The influence of the Sabbath is thus not ephemeral. The 
Sabbath may be declared to be contemporary with Judaism itself. And 
as for its importance, the Talmud is definite enough. “The Sabbath out- 
weighs the whole of the Torah,” we are informed. It is a “covenant for 
ever.” The Rabbis go so far as to state categorically that even an idol- 
worshipper, if he truly observes the Sabbath, will find forgiveness at 
last. 

Bearing in mind the importance of the Sabbath in Jewish practice, I 
have often wondered greatly at the curious notions which non-Jews appear 
to have formed as to its character. The Jewish Sabbath, they believe, is 
dour, dismal, burdensome ; a sort of Calvinist Sunday in Scotland in the 
seventeenth century as Buckle describes it. When I compare this distorted 
view with the actual, lam amazed. I recall the Sabbaths of my youth. The 
Sabbath spirit manifested itseif carly on Friday afternoon, when father 
intoned The Song of Songs in a melody which is still sweet to my ears, a 
melody which conveys “the murmur of a thousand years.” This Jewish 
loveysong is associated in my mind with the Sabbath peacc; on the 
Sabbath 1 visualise most clearly the pictures of the valley of Sharon, of 
the apple groves, of the hillside of Carmel. Restfulness seemed to exhale 
from this magnificent poem, and to restfulness was added a sort ai 
cheerful gladness, the keynote of which was given by the first verse of 
the evening service : “Come, let us sing unto the Lord!" The Sabbath 
lights were lit, shedding a poetic luminance over the whole household, 
Heine must have felt the true inwardness of the Sabbath when he 
related that wonderful story of the Prince changed by a wicked fairy 
into a dog for six days of the week, but becoming a Prince again on the 
Seventh. The Jew was that Prince. For six days he was a dog, spat 
upon, derided, persecuted (in the medimval world this was perhaps grim 
reality and not mere fancy); on the Sabbath he became a true Prince, 
Read his Sabbath prayers and see how princely they are. What joy 
they reveal, what peacefulness of mind they express. Were our mouths 
full of song as the sea, and our tongues of exultation as the multitude of 
its waves, we should still be unable to thank Thee, and to bless Thy 
Name, O Lord our God!” Turn to the prayer preceding 1373 in the morn- 
ing service, consider the wording of the four prayers which follow 
immediately after. Is not their burden joy and gladness? In the morn- 
ing MD» joy is associated with Moses, in that of the afternoon with the 
patriarchs. And what of r ‘593, chanted in the winter months, what 
of the Mae , recited during the summer? That 104th Psalm is always 
associated in my mind with the dim religious light of the late Sabbath 
days in the winter. A peaceful calm, a restfulness, is its key-note, 
Then, what of 12 ), heralding the Sabbath's end, what of tne 
Ya giving the day its congé? Poetry amid the prose of modern life— 
that is what the Sabbath stands for. There is no poctry in Capitalism. 

It may be as well also to point out to the village clergyman that, 
despite the elaborate Talmudic regulations as to what might and what 
might not be done on the Sabbath day, the Jew still lives on that gay— 
eats, is clothed, and is warmed. The minute ordinances about work on 
the Sabbath never stood in the way of the Temple ‘service, nor of 
cireumeision, nor of feeding animals on the Sabbath. Indeed, ihform 
your friend’ that the principle which he doubtless knows quite well— 


the Sabbath was made for man and not man for the Sabbath—is a 
pretty good rendering of a Talmudic dictim. I am sure your friend win 
admit that the institution of the Day of Rest has been of benefit to man- 
kind, that he who first ordained it deserves to be placed on a level at least 
with the discoverer of fire, or the inventor of money. Mankind as a 
Whole has profited by these things; the last two, being material, require 
no recommendation; the first being spiritual, still needs insistence. 

Who, then, shall insist on it but the Jew, the creator. of the world’s 
spiritual values? And how best to .insist on it than by keeping it? 
Example is better than precept. We Jews should strive to return to 
the old-fashioned Sabbath, the Sabbath, that is, in its pristine purity. 
The rush and hurry of modern life is taking on dimensions which are 
harmful to the higher interests of civilisation. How can High Thinking be 
practised when men and women are too busy? How can plain living be 
accomplished when there is no time for High Thinking? The, world 
to-day needs both these virtues. Suggest to your friend that something 
of the Sabbath spirit in modern life would engender them. Josephus 
relates that in his day not a city or township in the ancient world but thn 
people there had adopted the Jewish Sabbath. If only the same 
might be said to-day! The world needs peace and recuperation of spirit 
more perhaps than anything else. Inthe material sphere we will continue 
to make marvellous progress. But the danger is lest material progress 
bring with it spiritual sterility. Yet as long as the Jewish Sabbath shines 
out in a tired world, so long is there no need to be pessimistic. 

I feel sure that if you put this case to your friend, he will begin to 
realise that the Jewish Sabbath is a protest against the spirit of Capitalism, 
and that as the Sabbath is one of the corner-stones of Judaism, Judaism 
and Capitalism can hardly be in real sympathy. It isa point worth insisting 
on. — Vour loving cousin,

The frontiers of Palestine must be fixed as they were laid down by 
history and geography, not oniy in the Bibie, secording to which it must 
extend from Dan to Beersheba, but according to later developments. It 
must include the Hauran up to the Bagdad railway, a district at present 
only overrun by nomads on a very low economic level, who only use the 
very fertile soil for the transitory pasturage of alow breed of sheep. 
Withont the Hauran, Palestine would be a boarding house without board. 

Dr. Nordau pointed out that Th a letter to the Times, in about the 
year 1912, he had shown-—and it had never been contradicted—that there 
was room between the Mediterranean and the Euphrates for a population 
of 200 millions. 

In conclusion, Dr. Nordau, in reply to a question, said that he did not 
intend to visit America, though there had been a possibility at the out- 
break of the war of his going there. He thought Zionism had made con- 
siderable progress in the United States. He contemplated attending the 
Zionist Conference at Basle in January. His movements after the Con- 
ference were as yet undec’ ded. 

In connection with the coming Conference, he narrated the amusing 
incident that ten Zionist delegates from Russia, who intended to proceed 
to Basle, had reached Odessa, whence they wrote that they were unable 
to continue the journey because the cost of travelling from Odessa to 
Basie would amount to about four million roubles for the ten of them! 


DR. NORDAU PROPOSES TO VISIT PALESTINE. 


Dr. Nordau intends to visit Palestine in the near futare. He originally 
contemplated proceeding to Palestine direct from Spain, but his presence 
was required in London, and he was anxious to be at the Conference at 
Basie, a gathering to which he attached much importance, because it 
marked the return to constitutionalism in the movement, that had been 
curtailed, necessarily so, by force of circumstances. 

Asked about his attitude to the present Zionist policy, Dr. Nordau 
said that he had not yet examined all the material necessary to form a 
definite opinion, and he, therefore, preferred to reserve his judgment. 
Ho, however, emphasised the fact that his object of coming to London 


Was to co-operate with the other Zionist leaders, to criticise if and when 


necessary, but always with the view to construction. The present 
moment he held was not the moment for opposition or destructive 
cri‘icism. There were numerous schemes prepared by the Zionist organi- 
sations, but it was useless to discuss them before the question of the 
mandate for Palestine was settled.

PREPARATION WORK IN PALESTINE. 


ESTIMATED EXPENDITURE OF £25,000,000. 


An appendix to a circular on work in Palestine gives the following 
estimates of expendituwe :— Adopting an oxpenditure of £25 900,000 for 
colonisation work proper in the first period of colonisation as our basis, in 
accordance with the expenditure estimated by various experts to form 
the minimum outlay required, the following figures will give an 
approximate idea of the distribution of this very big sam under the 
various headings: Land Purchase, £5,000,000; Preparation of the Soil, 
43,000,000; Rural Mortgage Credits, £7,000,000; Urban Mortgage Credits, 
£3,000,000 ; Commercial, Industrial and Co-operative Credit, 42,000,000, 
and Public Works, 45,000,000.

COMPENSATION FOR THE WAR DAMAGE IN 
PALESTINE. | 


The first payment of compensation for the war damage in Palestine 
has been made by the British authorities to the inhabitants of the colony 
of Givat Saul, which is situated just outside Jerusalem on the north- 
western side of the city. The damage was due both tothe Turkish and 
British armies, which, being alike short of such materials as wood and 
iron, stripped the houses of all articles, from doors and window frames to 
corrugated iron roofs. 

A Central Claims Bureau has been established by the British authori- 
ties in order to adjust the payment of compensation for war damages. 
The British authorities are paying compensation in full for the losses 
caused by their own troops which come under the heading of proventa- 
ble damage,” but they have postponed the question of losses caused by 
accidents of war for the present, the postponement applying also to the 
losses caused by the Turkish troops. The amount ot compensation 
already paid to Givat Saul Colonists is £1,446 (Egyptian). J. . . 


RECONSTRUCTION WORK IN PALESTINE, 
‘COMMUNICATED. | 

The task of rebuilding the Jewish Zionist colonies that suffered during 
the war is now in hand, and at Kfar Saha, w celony north of Jaffa, which 
was in the battle area and was practicaiiv destroyed, the building of 
fifteen houses is to be begun immediately. These houses will be occupied 
by working colonists, or their Jewish agricultural workers. 

Another important step in the reconstruction of Palestine has been 
taken by the formation of a Hebrew Socicty for exploration and research, 
under the provisional chairmanship of Mr. David Yellin, one of the fore- 
most scholars of Palestine. 

A ** Mishpat Hashalom (Civil Court of Arbitration) has been estab- 
lished in Jerusalem, and the nece sary Judges have been appointed. 
Such Courts exist in other places in Palestine, notably in the Jewish 
colonies, and although they are intended for Jews only, Arabs at times 
resort to them for the settiement of disputes. 


CANALS IN JERUSALEM. 

The“ Waad Hazirim in Palestine has assigned £10,000 for the build 
ing of canals in Jerusalem. The work will be carried out under the 
direction of General Kantor. About eighty workmen are employed daily 
on the task, the majority of whom are Jews. They earn five shillings a 
day. In the poorer quarter of the town, the work has already begun. — 
J. C. B. 


LEMBERG EWS HONOUR PRESIDENT WILSON. 

President Wilson has expressed to the Zionist Organisation of 
America his appreciation of the inscription of his name in the Golden 
Book of the Jewish National Fund by the Jews of Lemberg. ‘The decision 
of the Jews of Lemberg to enter President Wilson's name in the Golden 
Book was in recognition of his public statements on August 31st, 1918, 
and on March And. 1919, favouring the British Declaration of November, 
1917, and pledging the aid of the American Government. 


ANTI-ZIONIST MENACE IN PALESTINE, 
CONSTANTINOPLE F. C. 
A message received here from Jerusalem states that an attempt was 
made to derail a train on the Haifa Railway. The incident is attributed 
to anti-Zionists. Another hostile manifestation is the publication at 


Damascus of an Arabic paper, Jordan, as the organ of the Arab 
Committee to Combat Zionism in Syria.

JEWISH WAR VICTIMS. 


Mr. JEROME JACOBS presided last week at a meeting of the Manchester 
Committee for the Relief of Jewish War Victims in Poland and Russia. 
It was reported that letters had been dispatched to every local synagogue 
at the end of November asking for the appointment of special canvassing 
committées, but so far only one synagogue had replied. The Chairman 
and Treasurer undertook to interview the presidents of several of the 
synagogues to ascertain what steps were being taken to Canvass 
their members. It was also reported that a quantity of warm blankets 
had been purchased by the Executive and dispatched to Poland, 
and that the scheme for making a large quantity of garments could not be 
proceeded with, owing to the difficulty of obtaining the necessary cloth, 
but that an attempt had been made to purchase a quantity of ready-made 
overcoats, such as were given to discharged soldiers. The matter was still 
under consideration. Meanwhile an advertisement was inserted in the 
JEWISH CHRONICLE, with a view to purchasing men's heavy overcoats to 
send to Poland. The Committee would welcome any gifts of suitable 
clothing from firms and individuals. 

Mr. COPELAND gave a detailed report of relief work recently undertaken 
by the Kahal Chassidim Synagogue. About £30 had been paid to repair 
a large number of boots given by the public (about 200 pairs.) 

Messrs. Copeland and W. Yaffe were co-opted to assist the Executive. 
The Treasurer reported that he had about £1,400 in hand. An appeal 
drafted by the Chairman was approved and ordered to be printed and 
circulated. A personal canvass is to follow.

RABBI HURWITZ ON THE CHRISTMAS IDEAL. 


The. Yorkshire Evening News has printed“ A Symposium of Notable’ 


—— Men and Women.“ The only Jewish message is «ne from Rabbi 
“dj urwitz, who writes as follows; 


he Christmas ideal is one which appeals greatly to the heart of the Jew. 
Peace and goodwill! The ideals of the equality of men, of the sinking of hatred 
of love for hamanity—all theseare old Jewish ideals. But the Jews have no festiva 
symbolising them; the Christians have. But what a mockery! The Jew looks 
in vain to the Christian world with the dim hope that the ideal has become more 
than a dream, that at last it is a practical possibility. He 1s ready to forget and 
forgive the past. A Great War has been won for freedom, for the realisation of 
the Christmas ideal. What does he find? Pogroms and marder in Eastern 
Europe; anti-Semitism, Jew-baiting ; restrictions on alien or Jewish immigration 
in Western Europe. Peace and goodwill toal!l man, are still war and hatred to 
theJew. Still, there is a little hope, the minds of the nations are yet suffering 
from the effects of the intoxication of war; there is still time to be sobered. We 
hope that next year peace and goodwill will truly reign supreme.

The weekly clinic of the Jewish branch of the Leeds Rabies’ Welcome 
Association is doing an increasingly usefal work am ong the large working 
class seetion of the Community. The branch pretnises in Back Barrack 
Street have been completely renovate! and decorated, in addition to 
certain structural alterations which were necessary for the safety of the 
mothers and the children. As each branch must defray its owa expenses 
as far as possible, the Hon. President, Mrs. I. Isaacs, together with a 
few ladies of the Committee, collected part of the money necessary. 
There is still a defigit, and the Committee have decided to held a dance 
in aid of the funds at St. Martin's Institute on February 5th. The 
weekly clinic is attended by over fifty mothers and their babies. 
Lectures and personal advice are given on the care and nursing of 
children. On the 16th inst., a special Chanucah tea and entertainment 
(in place of the general Christmas entertainment which is given .to 
mothers of other Welcomes), was given at the Jewish Institute Rooms. 
The whole cost of the entertainment and tea was dofrayod by the 
ladies of the Committee. There were present about 14) tn thers, each 
with one or two children. Miss Ruby Lubelski and Miss Rue Epstein 
gave their services; and, in addition, there was a Punch and Judy show, 
together with a conjuring performance: provided by Mrs. A. Frais. The 
function, which was the first of its kind since the foim ition of the Jewish 
Branch, was a great success, thanks to the efforts of Mrs. Isaacs and her 
Committee. Mrs. Kitson Clarke, President of the Association, addressed 
the mothers. She congratulated the ladies of the Committee on the pro- 
gress made by the Jewish Branch and commended the work to the 
generous support of the Community. 


CORPORATION JEWISH LADIES’ (*“MIKVAH”) BATHS. 

These commodious and specially-equipped baths, erected by the 
Corporation some twelve years ago, in response to a g ral demand by 
local Jewry, are evidenfly falling into disuse. During recent years there 
has been a constant falling-off in the receipts, rosa ting in an annual 
deficit which approximates close upon £509 for the present year. 
The Corporation Baths Committec have intimated that this e »ndition of 
things cannot be allowed to continue, and if, as indicated by the steadily 
decreasing revenue, the baths are not now-required by the Jewish Com- 
munity, steps will have to be taken forthwith to convert the building for 
use by the general public.

Sin. — I was pained, though not entircly surprised, to read in your last 
week's issue, that the Glasgow Garnethill Congregation are contemplating 
to alter “the form and duration of their Syuagogue Services.” A smali—but 
unfortunately influential —circle of that Congregation have, for some time 
past, becn cog vetting with the” Liberal Judaism, British Leaguer-School, 
and the present proposals can only be regarded as the thin end of the 
wedge, to a break-away from Traditional Judaism, and in the direction of 
anti-nationaticm and assimilation. 

| should have regarded it a matter exclusively concerning members of 
the Garnethill Congregation, were it not for the fact that about ninety per 
cent. of its members are’ orthodox and nationalist in sentiment, but are 
guided or misguided by a handful of influential members whom it is con- 
sidered fashionable to follow. 

l entertain no fear of the older members of the Congregation, whoare 
sure to oppose proposals which in their nature must be repugnant totheir 
ideas and conscience ; but it is necessary that the younger members also 
and especially those born in Orthodox Russian Jewish homes—should 
appreciate fully the un- Jewish and anti-National import of the proposed 
innovations, and that they should not be deceived into secession from the 
rest of the Jewish community. 

The other Congregations, too, have clearly not only an interest but 
even a duty to perform in this matter, and I hope they will not fail.to 
adopt immediate means and measures to strengthen the hands of those in 
Garncthill who are for National and Traditional Judaism. 

Would it be too much to expect the Scottish Zionist Council to take 
action? I bélieve both its Chairman aud Honorary Secretary are 
members of that Congregation.

About Books.

Sir Albert Stern on Tanks. 

Sir Albert Stern has written a fascinating book on Tanks.“ which 
will have a special interest for his coreligionists, it being the work of one 
who has been rendering some useful services lately to his community. 
Sir Albert is well known as one of the brilliant pioncors of Tanks,“ and 
the story that he tells so interestingly of the difficulties he had to over- 
come before he could get his ideas accepted serves to illustrate “the 
wdvantage,” to which he often refers, of a strong man ready to act and 
take responsibility in the sudden-changing conditions of war.” He 1s one 
of three brothers who have given splendid service to the fighfing forces of 
the State. Not being able to volunteer in tho ordinary way, in November, 
1914, he offered the Government to provide and equip an armoured car, with 
‘crew complete, for a bombing squadron in Flanders. That was the 
original idea from which the Tank was ultimately developed. But the 
first development was a landslip with three wheels, each as big as the 
Great Wheel at Earl's Court; it was to cross the Rhine, and surmount all 
deep water obstacles. Many hundreds of experiments followed, which 
brought about suecessive improvements in mechanical warfare. For the 
work connected with this, Lieut. Stern, as Secretary of the Landslips 
Committee, took an office in Pall Mall at his own expense, whiie a con- 
troversy on the subject was raging between the Admiralty, the Ministry 
of Munitions, and the Office of Works; and all three departments 
regarded the venturesome young Lieutenant as a nuisance. Orders were 
given to disband the Landslips Committee, but fortunately they were 
cancelled, or the Tank would never have come into existence. All the 
members of this body were sworn to secrecy, and for a time the Com 
mittee had to pretend that their efforts had failed. 

At length, what we now know as the Tank was produced, under the 
direction of Mr. E. H. T. d’Eyneourt, Mr. W. A. Tritton, and Lieut. 
Wilson. In February, 1916, it was tried at Hatfleld in the presence of 
Lord Kitchener, Mr. Balfour, Mr. Lloyd George, Mr. McKenna, Mr. 
Asquith, and other notabilities. Mr. Balfour took a ride in it, but was 


removed, feet first through the sponson door, before the machine tried the 


widest of the trenches, when he was heard to remark that there must be 
some more artistic method of leaving a Tank! A few days afterwards His 
Majesty the King took a ride in one, and was greatly struck by the 
performance. Its appearance was described at the time as representing 
a great antedYuvian monster. Major Stern was then asked by Lord 
Kitéhener and Mr. Lloyd George to become head of a department for the 
production of Tanks; but the one wanted him for the War Office, and the 
other for the Ministry of Munitions. The difficulties of housing the depart- 
ment were immense, bocause the Tanks had to be kept such a Close 
secret; the true facts were kept even from the Inquiry Office, and this 
had its disadvantages, of course. The Tanks were camouilaged by Lieut. 
Col. Solomon J. Solomon. Mr. Edwin Montagu was Minister of Munitions 
at the time. So that no less than three Jews were prominently associated 
with the Tank scheme. 

The Tanks entered into action in September, 1916, and with such good 
effect that Sir Douglas Haig said to Col. Swinton and Major Stern: 
“We have had the greatest victory since the battle of the Marne. We 
have taken more prisoners and more territory, with comparatively few 
casualties. This is due tothe Tanks. Wherever the Tanks advanced we 
took our objectives, and where they did not advance we failed to take our 
objeetives. Col. Swinton, you shall be head of the Tanks Corps: Major 
Stern, you shall be head of the Construction of Tanks. Go back and 
make as many more Tanks as vou can. We thank you.” Some time 
previously someone had asked Mr. Stern whether he was a mechanic by 
profession or a chauffeur, and he replied that he was a banker! The 
famous banker went back to England at once to construct 1,000 more 
Tanks, the order being subsequently increased to 1,250. Then, fer some 
reason or other, the entire order was cancelled, but Stern—he was now 
Lieut.-Colonel—got it reinstated the next day through the medium 
of Mr. Lloyd George. The War Office pressed him to give plans of 
the Tanks to Russia, but this he declined to do as he felt sure that the 
request really came from Germany. When the War Office insisted, he 
gave incorrect details, which he was convinced found their way into the 
hands of the German General Staff. This was one of the m@ny diffi. 
culties he had with the War Office, which was in the habit of giving 
orders against the express advice of the Tank experts. One of the most 
interesting chapters in the book is chapter vii., which gives details of the 
struggie he maintained with the mandarins of Whitehall. 

lor the time being he was unsuccessful, and the War Office got 
its way. Three Generals demanded his removal, because he had asked 
for at least 4,000 Tanks, and the War Office regarded it as wasteful 
extravagance. Their programme was for 1,350 Tanks. He was asked to 
resign, but he refused. He said they could dismiss him if they liked. 
He was, however, replaced by an official who, “up to the date of his 
appointment, had never even scon a tank,” and given instead the appoint. 
‘ment of Commissioner of Mechanical Warfare in the Overseas and Allies 
Department, being at the same time placed in the Honours list. It was 
now his business to try and get the Americans to take up mechanical 
warfare, and he saw General Pershing for the purpose. General Pershing 
approved of Stern’s programme, and he now became advisor to the allies. 
Meanwhile the Tanks, to the number of 400, had given a splendid account 
of themselves in the battle of Cambrai; indeed they had won the battle. 
Colonel Stern was more than vindicated, and again he repeated his warn- 
ing tothe War Office that their new organisation would not produce Tanks. 

In his new position Sir Albert Stern succeeded in getting the supply of 
Tanks increased by 1,500, but he was still far from sa-isfied. Ou p. 209 
will be found a letter he wrote to the Prime Minister at the commence- 
ment of 1918, which proved to be prophetic: 

„We are entering the fifty year of the war. I have watched the tactical 
changes of the armies on the Western Front. Tactics, born of nevessity, 
such as trench warfare, the antidotes'to trench warfare, and again the change 
in methods of defence against the novel massed artillery attacks. I have watched 
with great care methods hitherto foreign to warfare used by both sides; these 
inventions failed to gain a decisive victory; they were used by both sides before 
they had been sufficiently developed either in efficiency, quantity, tactics, or 
training. I think that one should try to forget the past and imegine that our 
problem is the Western Front for 1918, oblivious of the past, except for its 
military tactical lessons. It is clear to me that neither the Allies nor the 
Central Powers ought to be in a position to force a decisive battle on this 
restricted front in 191s. Neither side has an overwhelming superity in moral, 
men, guns orammunition. Both sides must try to establish a superiority in the 
line, and use that as a lever of advantage. Weshouid play up tothe full, gamble to 
the full on any chance where we lead the.enemy. In aircraft we shall have no 


overwhelming snperiority in design or scientific achievement. We have this 
superiority in Mechanical Warfare. We have in our power weapons capable of 
ans, 1914-1918: The Log Book of a Pioneer.” by Lient.-Colonel Sir 
Albert Stern; K. B. E., C. M. G. Hodder and Stoughton.

L. Geffen, correspondent of the 
classes, conducted the Chanucah service for both sections, and Mrs. Basil 
Henriques presided at the piano. Mr. A. 8. Hyman (Warden of the New 
West End Synagogue) addressed the children. He urged upon them the 
necessity of attending classes regularly, and of getting a good knowledge 
or their religion. He bimself had received his early training in the East 
Kad, and though he had prospered in life, his religion was still dear to 
him. The highest class, under the direction of Miss A. M. Harris, having 
sung Ma Tobu, the Rev. L. Geffen addressed the children upon tlie 
lessons of Chanucah. He congratulated the Superintendent and staff on 
the good work they had done in spite of many difficulties, and commented 
on the wonderful increase in the numberof children attending the classes, 
the largest under the Board.

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killing anlimited numbers of the enemy, whereas our lossis limited. A thousand 
Tanks, with eight men in a Tank and six guns, make a raid; the total wastage, 
if all are lost, is 8,000 men. Sir Douglas Haig has estimated that a Tank in 
attack has a value of 300 men toa Battalion. Here is an attack of from say, 
250,000 to 500,000 men carrying its own supplies, with no expenditure of shells 
except counter-battery work, with roads and railroads free from the extravagance 
of a non-mechanical battle. There is no limit, comparatively speaking, to the 
casualties such a force can inflict on the enemy. My views are that in 
‘this way we can kill Germans and kill their moral, cause grave unrest and dis- 
satisfaction between the men and their officers, between the people and the 


authorities, at.their lack of efficiency in not adopting so formidable a weapon, 


pg in overwhelming quantities,by an enemy originally quite unprepared 
or war.“ 

The letter had its effect. It was placed before a meeting of the War 
Cabinet, and an extended Tank programme of nearly 5,000 Tanks was 
adopted. A new era of progress in mechanical warfare was now started.

Seen at 156, Holmleigh Road 
by a Daily Mail representative, his brother-in-law stated that Mr. Miller 
had offices in Oxford Street, and described himself as a financier. He 
left England three weeks ago, stating that he was going to Paris on 
business, and later he wrote to his wife asking her to join him with her 
baby. She obtained passports, but later she received a letter from him 
asking her to postpone the journey.

As a student, ho 
gained the Sir Berkeley Moynihan’s Clinical Prize for a thesis on Affec- 
tions of the Pancreas as Complications of Cholelithiasis.“ Dr. Samuel, 
who also holds the degrees of M.B., Ch. B., M. R. C. S. (Eng.) and L. R. C. P. 
(London), served as a Captain in the R. A. M. C., and saw active service 
attached to the Serbian army in Macedonia. He has also served on the 
surgical staff of the Cambridge Military Hospital, Aldershot, an I is on the 
honorary staff of the Leeds Jewish Hospital. Degrees were also conferred 
as follows: Bachelor of Science (with Honours in Physiology), Ist class, 
Emanuel Cohen and Simon Levy; and 2nd class, Harry Brostoff and 
Morris Gordon. In the pass list of the University, just issued, the follow- 
ing names appear: 2nd M.B., Ch. B., part 1, E. Barron, I. Cohen, 8. 
Erdheim, A. Goodman, H. E. Lapidus, R. Lipman, P. Oberman, B.

Tun Rev. 8. LIPSON AND THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 
A distribution of prizes to the pupils of the above classes was held on 
Thursday, at the Grove Hall, Hammersmith. Major Isidore Salmon, 
O. B. E., L. C. C., presided. Mrs. Salmon, who distributed the prizes, was 


handed a bouquet by Rath Lipson. 


Mr. DAVID SHARP expressed the regret of all present that they had 
Mr. L. A. Solomon no longer with them. At his (Mr. Sharp's) suggestion, 
all rose to show their mark of sympathy with Mrs. Solomon. 

Mr. JACK FREEDMAN, after welcoming the Chairman and Mrs. Salmon, 
said that the Classes Committee were indebted to their teachers and to 
Miss Aaron, the superintendent, who had, in difficult circumstances, served 
the educational needs of the district. The number of children on the roll 
was seventy-five, and the average attcndance, sixty-five. Mr. I. Goldston 
had been good enough to examine the classes, and assared the committee 


that they had material available for valuable work. (Hear, hear.) 


After the prizes had been distributed, Major IsIDORE SALMON said that 
they bad now reached a time when the Committee hoped that, by a 
reorganisation of the Classes, the continued assistance of Miss Aaron, 
and last but not least, now that they had the return of the Rev. 8. 
Lipson, a gentleman who was full of enthusiasm, those classes might be 
proved to be worthy of a very large borough in the vast Metropolis. The 
hope of Judaism rested with the right training of the young, and that 
opinion was very largely shared by the community, in so far that they were 
desirous of erecting a memorial for those who laid down their lives for 
this country, and at the same time for these who, with the blessings of 
God, returned to them. He thought the time had arisen when they 
should call a halt to the policy of living from hand to mouth in 
regard to religious education. It was very important that the 
children should realise that they had a great responsibility, because the 
future of Judaism was in their hands. To the parents present, Major 
Salmon said that they must not think they could shed the responsibility 
of the spiritual training of their children by sending them to the Classes. 
They wanted the spirit of Judaism. They wanted their children notonly 
to be able to read Hebrew, but to beable to understand the history of the 
Jew. (Applause.) 

The Rev. 8. Larson, C. F., said that he was responsible for Major 
Salmon’s presence there that night, accompanied by his wife. Mr, 
Lipson believed that Major Satmon’s words of hope that the children 
of the Hammersmith Synagogue would stand in the vanguard in regard to 
religious education would certainly sink deep into the hearts of those who 
had listened to him. The Committee were very much indebted to him and 
to Mr. Goldston. In his report Mr. Goldston stated that Miss Aaron care- 
fully conducted the school. The managers were present in goodly 
numbers. The school committee were imbued with the spirit to which 
Me. Goldston referred in his report, that of being anxious for the children 
to do well. There had been a very great change in the position of the 
Jew in this country, continued Mr. Lipson, since the days before 
the war and those who read the J&WISH CHRONICLE last week and 
saw there that bold and magnificent outburst, that great Jewish 
utterance, that great Jewish appeal to Lord Northcliffe that his 
press should be as it always had been, the symbol of justice and 
equity to the Jew as to allother peoples, must have felt a sense 
of joy. He was told that a fairer-minded man than Lord Northcliffe it 
would be difficult to find. Therefore, the bringing before him a notice that 
there should go forth from ul an expression of opinion in behalf of tho 
Jew, would meet with approbation from fair-minded people, .whether 
they were Jews or whether they were Christians. Personally, he could 
not but feel a debt of profound gratitude to the writer of that appeal. It 
made him proud to think that there were men capable of standing up, as 
men did in the days of old, on behalf of their people, and the Jewish Press, 
speaking as it did with a powerful plea on their behalf, certainly demanded 


that it should be loyally upheld in all it was striving for. (Hear, hear.) 


Mr. ISAAC GOLDSTON said that with all the endeavours of the Com- 
mittee, with the finest staff f teachers iu London, nothing could be done 
in regard to religious education unless the father acted the father, and 
the mother played the mother. It fathers and mothers would not do 
their duty, then Judaism in the future would be a very poor thing indeed, 

Mr. 8. FREEDMAN proposed a vote of thanks to the teachers. With 
the return of Mr. Lipson and the assistance of the Rev. B. Paletz, there 
was no doubt that they would have a better chance of religious education 


in the future. 1 


Miss AARON acknowledged the vote on behalf of the staff and herself 


The Rey. B. PALETZ proposed a vote of thanks to the Ladies’ Guild, 


who had provided an entertainment for the children prior to the prize 
distribution. He had had fourteen years of provincial teaching, aud he 
found that the only children who knew anything were those whose 
parents saw that the lessons taught at school were putinto practice at home.

Mr. D. SHARP thanked Major and Mrs. Salmon for their presence that 
evening. 

Major SALMON, in responding, suggested that an Aid Society for the 
Norwood Orphan Asylum should be formed in Hammersmith. 

The Rev. B. Paletz- kindled the Chanucah candles and read the ser- 


vice; the Rev. 8. Lipson recited the Kaddish, and the children sang Mods 


Tsur. God Save the King was sung at the close of the proceedings. 


SOUTH HACKNEY SYNAGOGUE RELIGION CLASSES. 


The first distribution of prizes to the pupils of the South Hackney 
Synagogue Religion Classes since before the war was held last Sunday. 

Mr. 8. H. EMANUEL, K. C., who presided, read a telegram from Mr. 
Leonard Franklin, who was prevented from being present owing to the 
ilmess of his child. A bouquet was handed to Mrs. Emanuel by one of 
the youngest children, and Psalm exiii., having been sung by some of the 


pupils, the Chairman read the report of the Committee of the Classes, 
which states in part :— 


There are 241 children on the registers with an average attendance of 18%. 
The children, under the supervision of their Headmaster, the Rev. G. Isaacs, 
have collected the sum of £39 138. 6d. in July, 1919, in aid of the Metropolitan 
Hospital Sunday Fund, which brings the total collected by the pupils since 1904 
to £346 2s. They also collected £12 12s, in aid of the Jewiah Maternity Home. 
The last reports of the Supervisors of the Union of Religion Classes stated :— 
The work in the top class, where the children average thirteen years of age, 
and have in many cases lcarnt ali their Hebrew at the Classes and attended for 
something like five years, deserves great praise. It reaches a higher standard 
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than any other class hitherto visited by the present writer. 
were being studied, and questions in th 
were very satisfactorily answered.“ 

Mrs. Emanuel then presented the numerous prizes. 

The Chanucah lights were kindled by Master Charlie Napper, and the 
children sang Psalm xxx., and Moos Teur. 

Mr. EMANUBL said that they ought all to thank the Almighty very 
sincerely for the privilege of having been born Jews or Jewesses. The 
came to the Jewish school to learn their religion, to learn Hebrew, an 
their traditions, so that they might if called upon, be able todo what 
their ancestors under Judas Maecabeus had done. It seemed to him that 
in his own generation there had been a considerable amount of slackness 
with rogard to religion and the teaching of religion. It had been thought 
that a fitting memorial for those Jews who had given their lives for their 
country was to establish Jewish religious education throughout the 
Empire. Ho asked people not to be misled by details. The idea of the 
Jewish War Memorial was that they wanted education, so that they 
might obtain the teachers, and teachers that they might teach the children. 
Jews’ College must be improved; it must be enlarged. It was the 
only College here in which ministers and teachers weretrained. But the 
idea of the Memorial Scheme was really education.“ The Jewish 
religion could not continue to exist in England if the Jews did not know 
what their religion was. He exhorted the parents to do their utmost to 
see that their children were brought up in the traditions of their fathers. 

Miss NETTIE ADLER, L. C. C., who proposed a vote of thanks to the 
Committee of the Classes, said that she knew something of the energy 
and warmth of purpose shown by the Committee, who came Sunday after 
Sunday to look after the Classes. The religion seemed to be brought into 
the daily lives of the children. They had in Hackney a ready-made 
parochial system: three large synagogues, with most energetic ministers, 
fine religion classes, and admirable secial work going on. 

Rev. 8. BLACHMAN acknowledged the vote. 

Mr. ALTMAN moved a vote of thanks to the teaching staff. 

The Rev. Greunz, IS\acs responding, spoke of the severe 
loss the Synagogue and Schools had sustained by the death of 
Mr. Sylvain Lion. The local Burial Society were giving an annual prize 
to be known as the Sylvain Lion Memorial Prize. He testified to the 
zeal, earnestness and loyal co-operation of the teachers, including Miss 
Evelyn Goldberg, who gave excellent voluntary assistance. He regretted 
the Classes did not receive that measure of support from the parents in 
Hackney to which he thought they were entitled. Taking into eonsidera- 
tion the influx of Jews into that district, the number of pupils should be 
twice or three times what it was. He attributed this state of things to 
the increase of Chedorim in the Community, institutions which he strongly 
condemned. He thought Mr. Emanuel would be able to use his influence 
in regard to the preblem of the Cheder. 

Mr. J. BRESLAR proposed a vote of thanks to the Chairman, and, in 
the absence of the Treasurer, Mr. Kempner, appealed for support of the 
Classes. Mr. L. Jankel had promised an oxtra prize of £5 for the best 
boy who attained the age of thirteen years at the Classes. He thanked 
Mr. and Mrs. Emanuel and Miss Adler for coming there that afternoon. 

Mr. EMANUEL acknowledged the vote and, on behalf of Mrs. Emannel,

thanked them for the beautiful bouquet and the souvenir programme in

GOLDERS GREEN, 


A Chanucah tea, followed by the annual distribution of prizes was 
was held at 8 Edward’s Hall, Finchley Road, on Sunday. Rabbi 
HARRIS COHEN presided, and Mrs. Cohen distributed the prizes. 

The Rey. I. LIVINGSTONE, in his report of the classes, said in part :— 

The number of children enrolled at the Classes is to-day fifty-three, as against 
twenty-five last Chanucah. There are two classes. The Senior Class is conducted by 
myself, and the Junior Class has been taken for the most part by Miss Shenker 
who voluntarily offered her services in that capacity. I have never felt that the 
time at our disposal is adequate, but I do hold that with regular attendance for a 
number of years those children who see practised in their own homes that which 
can only be taught theoretically at the Classes will be more likely than not to 
maintain the traditions of the svnagogue. 

The prizes having been distributed by Mrs. Cohen, 

Rabbi Haas COHEN said that he had watched the gradual develop- 
ment of the Golders Green Community with great interest. He hoped 
with Mr. Livingstone that by next Chanucah they would have a syna- 
gogue, but he urged them to consider that even more important than the 
building of a synagogue-was the work they were doing in educating the 
children. Jewish religious education stood as the supreme need, 
the supreme importance of the Community. Rabbi Cohen spoke of 


the zeal and earnestness of their minister, Mr. Livingstone, who 
had always worked to found Study Circles and Literary 
Societies both in North London, and now among his own 


congregation in Golders Green. He thus attempted to solve the 
problem of the adolescent boy and girl whose Jewish religious education 
was cut short at the age of fourteen, the most impressionable age, when 
they had received but a smattering of knowledge. The Community must 
recognise the vital need of religious education. The Great Communal 
Scheme, he hoped would secure that the whole educational system of the 
Community would be put upon a sounder and firmer basis than at present 
obtained. Rabbi Cohen then addressed the children. 

Mr. BENJAMIN DRAGE, in thanking Rabbi and Mrs. Cohen, urged 


parents to send their children to the classes unreservedly, and without 


any fear of class distinction. 

Mr. PAUL GOODMAN, in seconding the motion, asked Rabbi Cohen, 
whom Mr. Goodman said represented a very important Jewish district, 
to assist the Golders Green Community in its appeal for funds for the 
building of its new synagogue. He coupled the names of the Rev. I. 
Livingstone and the teaching staff with the vote of thanks they were 

roposing. 
l Mr. 4 BERNSTEIN spoke in eulogistic terms of the interest Rabbi 
Cohen had evinced in that new community.

Yes, aa vou ate thinking, 
tailors and conscience have—in these days— precious little in common.

Pleasantry apart, the commercial possibilities of the Holy J and 
should be rather more apparent to the average child of the Ghetto. I 
foresee the day when sense and sentiment will urge our people to 
“ patronise home industries”; when the Sabbath fish will be fried only in 
the rich oils of our homeland, and the Palestincan olive reign supreme as 
the one and only appetiser. Do we quite realiseo—we of the Western 
world—the steady march of progress in the Holy Land? 


Here, it seems to me. lies tremendous scope for the Jewish “ travelogue,” 
a story illustrated by lantern slide or flickering film, showing Palestine 
as it was, and Palestine in the amazingly absorbing process of transition.

Ponder the 
cumulative influence of Sauer-krawt in disturbing the communal harmony, 
and then it may be brought home to you how insidious have been 
Teutonic influences that would strike at us through the Sauer-kraut 
barrel! Our eyes, verily, are opened!

HAMMERSMITH AND WEST KENSINGTON SYNAGOGUE 
CLASSES. 
THE Rev. S. LIPSON AND THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 
A distribution of prizes to the pupils of the above classes was held on 
Thursday, at the Grove Hall, Hammersmith. Major Isidore Salmon, 
O. B. E., L. C. C., presided. Mrs. Salmon, who distributed the prizes, was 


_ handed a bonquet by Ruth Lipson. 


Mr. DAVID SHARP expressed the regret of all present that they had 
Mr. L. A. Solomon no longer with them. At his (Mr. Sharp's) suggestion, 
all rose to show their mark of sympathy with Mrs. Solomon. 

Mr. JACK FREEDMAN, after welcoming the Chairman and Mrs. Salmon, 
said that the Classes Committee were indebted to their teachers and to 
Miss Aaron, the superintendent, who had, in difficult circumstances, served 
the educational needs of the district. The number of children on the roll 
was seventy-five, and the average attendance, sixty-five. Mr. I. Goldston 
had been good enough to examine the classes, and assared the committee 
(Hear, hear.) 

After the prizes had been distributed, Major IstDORE SALMON said that 
they had now reached a time when the Committee hoped that, by a 
reorganisation of the Classes, the continued assistance of Miss Aaron, 
and last but not least, now that they had the return of the Rev. 8. 
Lipson, a gentleman who was full of enthusiasm, those classes might be 
proved to be worthy of a very large borough in the vast Metropolis. The 
hope of Judaism rested with the right training of the young, and that 
opinion was very largely shared by the community, in so far that they were 
desirous of erecting a memorial for those who laid down their lives for 
this country, and at the same time for these who, with the blessings of 
God, returned to them. He thought the time had arisen when they 
should call a halt to the policy of living from hand to mouth in 
regard to religious education. It was very important that the 
children should realise that they had a great responsibility, because the 
future of Judaism was in their hands. To the parents present, Major 
Salmon said that they must not think they could shed the responsibility 
of the spiritual training of their children by sending them to the Classes. 
They wanted the spirit of Judaism. They wanted their children notonly 
to be able to read Hebrew, but to be able to understand the history of the 
Jew. (Applause.) 

The Rev. 8. Lipson, C. F., said that he was responsible for Major 
Salmon’s presence there that night, aecompanied by his wife. Mr, 
Lipson believed that Major Salmon's words of hope that the children 
of the Hammersmith Synagogue would stand in the vanguard in regard to 
religious education would certainly sink deep into the hearts of those who 
had listened to him. The Committee were very much indebted to him and 
to Mr. Goldston. In his report Mr. Goldston stated that Miss Aaron care- 
fully conducted the school. The managers were present} in goodly 
numbers. The school committce were imbued with the spirit to which 
Mr. Goldston referred in his report, that of being anxious for the children 
to do well. There had been a very great change in the position of the 
Jew in this country, continuei Mr. Lipson, since the days before 
the war and those who read the JEWISH CHRONICLE last week and 
saw there that bold and magnificent outburst, that great Jewish 
utterance, that great Jewish appeal to Lord Northcliffe that his 
press should be as it always had been, the symbol of justice and 
equity to the Jew as to allother peoples, must have felt a sense 
ot joy. He was told that a fairer-minded man than Lord Northcliffe it 
would be difficult to find. Therefore, the bringing before him a notice that 
there should go forth from him au expression of opinion in behalf of the 
Jew, would meet with approbation from fair-minded people, whether 
they were Jews or whether they were Christians, Personally, he could 
not but feel a debt of profound gratitude to the writer of that appeal. It 
made him proud to think that there were men capable of standing up, as 
men did iu the days of old, on behalf ot their peopic, and the Jowish Press, 
speaking as it did with a powerful plea on their behalf, certainly demanded 
that it should be loyally upheld in all it was striving for. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. ISAAC GOLDSTON said that with all the endeavours of the Com- 
mittee, with the finest staff f teachers in London, nothing could be done 
in regard to religious education unless the father acted the father, and 
the mother played the mother. If fathers and mothers would not do 
their duty, then Judaism in the future would be a very poor thing indeed, 

Mr. S. FREEDMAN proposed a vote of thanks to the teachers. With 
the return of Mr. Lipson and the assistance of the Rev. B. Paletz, there 
was no doubt that they would have a better chance of religious education 
in the future. * 

Miss AARON acknowledged the vote on behalf of the staff and herself. 

The Rev. B. PALEYZ proposed a vote of thanks to the Ladies’ Guild, 
who had provided an entertainment for the children prior to the prize 
distribution. He had had fourteen years of provincial teaching, and he 
found that the only children who knew anything were those whose 
parents saw that the lessons taught at school were put into practice at home, 

Mrs. D. SHARP acknowledged the vote on behalf of the Ladies’ Guild, 

Mr. D. SHARP thanked Major and Mrs. Salmon for their presence that 
evening. 

Major SALMON, in responding, suggested that an Aid Society for the 
Norwood Orphan Asylum should be formed in Hammersmith. 

The Rev. B. Paletz. kindled the Chanucah candles and read the ser- 
vice; the Rev. 8. Lipson recited the Kaddish, and the children sang Mods 
Tsur. God Save the King was sung at the close of the proceedings. 


SOUTH HACKNEY SYNAGOGUE RELIGION CLASSES. 


The first distribution of prises to the pupils of the South Hackney 
Synagogue Religion Classes since before the war was held last Sunday. 

Mr. S. H. EMANUEL, K. C., who presided, read a telegram from Mr. 
Leonard Franklin, who was prevented from being present owing to the 
ness of his child. A bouquet was handed to Mrs. Emanuel by one of 
the youngest children, and Psalm exiii., having been sung by some of the 
pupils, the Chairman read the report of the Committce of the Classes. 
which states in part :— 

There are 241 children on the registers with an average attendance of 183. 
The children, under the supervision of their Headmaster, the Rev. G. Isaacs, 
have collected the sum of £39 188. 6d. in July, 1919, in aid of the Metropolitan 
Hospital Sunday Fund, which brings the total collected by the pupils since 1904 
to £346 2s. They also collected £12 12s. in aid of the Jewish Maternity Home. 
The last reports of the Supervisors of the Union of Religion Classes stated: 
„The work in the top class, where the children average thirteen years of age, 
and have in many cases icarnt all their Hebrew at the Classes and attended for 


| gomething like five years, deserves great praise. It reaches a bigher standard 
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than any other class hitherto visited by the present writer. The Pirké Aboth 
were being stadied, and questions in the Pentateuch translation recently done 
were very satisfactorily answered.“ 

Mrs. Emanuel then presented the numerous prizes. 

The Chanucah lights were kindled by Master Charlie Napper, and the 
children sang Psalm xxx., and Mooz eur. 

Mr. EMANUEL said that they ought all to thank the Almighty very 
sincerely for the privilege of having been born Jews or Jowesses. The 
came to the Jewish school to learn their religion, to learn Hebrew, an 
their traditions, so that they might if called upon, be able todo what 
their ancestors under Judas Maecabeus bad done. It seemed to him that 
in his own generation there had been a considerable amount of slackness 
with regard to religion and the teaching of religion. It had been thought 
that a fitting memorial for those Jows who had given their lives for their 
country was to establish Jewish religious education throughout the 
Empire. He asked people not to be misied by details. The idea of the 
Jewish War Memorial was that they wanted education, so that they 
might obtain the teachers, and teachers that they might teach the children. 
Jews’ College must be improved; it must be enlarged. It was the 
only College here in which ministers and teachers were trained. But tho 
idea of the Memorial Scheme was really “education.” The Jewish 
religion could not continue to exjst in England if the Jews did not know 
what their religion was. He exhorted the parents to do their utmost to 
see that their children were bronght up in the traditions of their fathers. 

Miss NETTIE ADLER, L. C. C., who proposed a vote of thanks to the 
Committee of the C lasses, said that she knew something of the energy 
and warmth of purpose shown by the Committee, who came Sunday after 
Sunday to look after the Classes. The religion seemed to be brought into 
the daily lives of the children. They had in Hackney a ready-made 
paroc hial system : three large synagogues, with most energetic ministers, 
fine religion classes, and admirable social work going on. 

Rev. 8. BLACHMAN acknowledged the vote. 

Mr. ALTMAN moved a vote of thanks to the teaching staff. 

The Rev. GATCHELL, ISAACS responding, spoke of the severe 
loss the Synagogue and Schools had sustained by the death of 
Mr. Sylvain Lion, The local Burial Society were giving an annual prize 
to be known as the Sylvain Lion Memorial Prize. He testified to the 
zeal, earnestness and loyal co-operation of the teachers, including Miss 
.velyn Goldberg, who gave excellent voluntary assistance. He regretted 
the Classes did not receive that measure of support from the parents in 
Hackney to which he thought they were entitled. ‘aking into eonsidera- 
tion the influx of Jews into that district, the number of pupils should be 
twice or three times what it was. He attributed this state of things to 
the increase of Chedorim in the Community, institutions which he strongly 
condemned. He thought Mr. Emanuel would be able to use his influence 
in regard to the problem of the Cheder. 

Mr. J. BRESLAR proposed a vote of thanks to the Chairman, and, in 
the absence of the Treasurer, Mr. Kempner, appealed for support of the 
Classes, Mr. L. Jankel had promised an oxtra prize of £5 for the best 
boy who attained the age of thirteen years atthe Classes. He thanked 
Mr. and Mrs. Emanuel and Miss Adler for coming there that afternoon. 

Mr. EMANUEL acknowledged the vote and, on behalf of Mrs. Emannel, 
thanked them for the beautifal bouquet and the souvenir programme in 
silk which they had presented to hor. 


GOLDERS GREEN. 

A Chanucah tea, followed by the annual distribution of prizes was 
was held at S™@ Edward's Hall, Finchley Road, on Sunday. Rabbi 
HARRIS COHEN presided, and Mrs. Cohen distributed the prizes. 

The Rev. I. LIVINGSTONE, in his report of the classes, said in part :— 

The number of children enrolled at the Classes is to-day fifty-three, as against 
twenty-five last Chanucah. There are two classes. The Senior Class is conducted by 
myself, and the Junior Class has been taken for the most part by Miss Shenker 
who voluntarily offered her services in that capacity. I have never felt that the 
time at our disposal is adequate, but I do hold that with regular attendance for a 
number of years those children who see practised in their oon homes that which 
can only be tanght theoretically at the Classes will be more likely than not to 
maintain the traditions of the svnagogue. 

The prizes having been distributed by Mrs. Cohen, 

Rabbi Hants COHEN said that he had watched the gradual develop- 
ment of the Golders Green Community with great interest. He hoped 
with Mr. Livingstone that by next Chanucah they would have a syna- 
gogho, but he urged them to consider that even more important than the 
building of a synagogue-was the work they were doing in educating the 
children. Jewish religious education stood as the supreme need, 
the supreme importence of the Community. Rabbi Cohen spoke of 
the zeal and earnestness of their minister, Mr. Livingstone, who 
had always worked to found Study Circles and Literary 
Societies both in North London, and now among his own 
congregation in Golders Green. He thus attempted to solve the 
problem of the adolescent boy and girl whose Jewish religious education 
was cut short at the age of fourteen, the most impressionable age, when 
they had received but a smattering of knowledge. The Community must 
recognise the vital need of religious education. The Great Communal 
Scheme, he hoped would secure that the whole educational system of the 
Community would be put upon a sounder and firmer basis than at present 
obtained. Rabbi Cohen then addressed the children. 

Mr. BENJAMIN DRA, in thanking Rabbi and Mrs. Cohen, urged 
parents to send their children to the Classes unreservedly, and withont 
any fear of class distinction. 

Mr. PAUL GOODMAN, in seconding the motion, asked Rabbi Cohen, 
whom Mr. Goodman said represented a very important Jewish district, 
to assist the Golders Green Community m its appea) for funds for the 
building of its new synagogue. He coupled the names of the Rev. I. 
Livingstone and the teaching staff with the vote of thanks they were 
proposing. 

Mr. L. BERNSTEIN spoke in eulogistic terms of the interest Rabbi 


Cohen had evinced in that new community.

AUNTIE’S CHAT. 


OUR DEBATE. 


I am very pleased to see that our new debate 
is attracting the interest of my young readers. 
You will remember that I initiated the discussion 
by drawing attention to the oneness of Jewry 
in spite of its dispersion throughout all the coun- 
tries of the world, and I asked for your explana- 
tions of this characteristic. Thechief contributien 
this week is from Stella Benoliel, of Manchester, 
who starts by saying that she thinks it a very 
good idea to hold debates in Young Israe!,’’ and 
believes that it helps a lot in the one- ness of 
the Jews by bringing the members of *‘ Young 


Israél’ together. 
A MANCHESTER EXPERIENCE. 


Stella goes on to say: “It is my firm belief 
that Jews, whether they are in the North, East, 
West, or South, always remember they are Jews, 
and that, despite the terrible lack of orthodox 
traditions, the emptiness of the synagogues, and 
the slight feeling of ‘spiritual joy’ experienced 
nowadays by the olderand younger generations, 
the ‘oneness’ of the Jews is firmly established. 
Though I have not as yet, except when five years 
of age, travelled abroad and seen Jews in 
their respective countries, I have had much 
chance of making observations on the subject in 
Manchester, You see, Manchester being a large 
commercial town from which much shipping is 
done all over the world, we have had many 
foreigners visiting Manchester on business, chief 
among them being Jews. Many of them have 
never visited Manchester before, and beyond 
knowledge of the whereabouts of their respective 
boarding-houses or hotels and the centre of the 
city, they are completely strange to the town. 
Yet time upon time, when I have arrived at my 
synagogue (the Spanish and Portuguese Syna- 
gogue, Cheetham Hill Road), I find these self- 
same foreigners seated in synagogue, they, inthe 
rush of business of the week, having found time 
to make enquiries as regards the whereabouts of 
their respective synagogues, so that on the 
Sabbath they may, with their fellow-Jews, par- 


ticipate in the service, thus making the day a 
real ‘Shabbat Shalom.’ 


FEARS DISPELLED. 


“T may say,” Stella adds, “that I myself am 
orthodox and very enthusiastic about my religion; 
but to the best of us there comes a time when we 
feel our firm beliefs si.aking and find ourselves 
wandering. And so there has occasionally come 
to me a feeling of fear as regards the firmness of 
Judaism and the strength of our traditions, but 
seeing the synagogue during Rosh Hashana, Yom 
Kippur, and Succoth with many foreigners, all 
devoutly praying, all after the service wishing 
each other in the Hebrew language happy Holy 
Days’! ‘Joy and Long Life,’ etc., my fears 
vanished, and with joy I hailed the fact that the 
‘oneness’ of the Jews is firm. Before I con- 
clude, take for example that two Jews mect in 
some part of the world and neither speak the 
language of the other. Qne asksin Hebrew if the 
other one is Jewish. Ius other one replies in 
the affirmative. The happy medium of their own 
language, the language of the Jews, makes every- 
thing plain sailing. And then, has not the war 
shown us, among many things, the great oneness 
of the Jews? Ask anyone who has been in the 
army how he spent such and such a Holy Day 
while in the forces, and nearly everyone will 
have some experience to relate in which they 
encountered some fellew-Jews and managed to 
attend some service, or formed one. Is not this 
as strong a proof as could be wished for? 


A WRONG CONCEPTION. 


Stella, like Rachel Sipkin, has rather a wrong 
conception of the subject of the debate. They 
have both confirmed the existence of the “one 
ness of the Jew, to which I drew attention, but 
they have not ventured on an explanation. It is 
on that I want your views. A further letter 
I have had from Rachel does not advance matters 
in that respect, but I should like to pay tribute to 
the deep Jewish fecling that pervades her letters 
and that of Stella Benoliel, on which I con- 
gratulate them both. )
